The long-awaited, much 
rumored-about 125 Hodaka is finally 
available. It’s an improvement over the 
10cc models not only in detail but in 
magnitude. The first impression of the 
Wombat is the name, of course. Any 
Wombat can’t be all bad , even if it isn’t 
a sharp mo’sickle and the Hodaka is a 
very nice machine, within the 
limitations for which it was intended. 

The most noticeable change, and we 
thought it an improvement, is the new 
double-down tube frame. It provides 
more controlled, less squirelly handling 
than the red frame models. (The 
Wombat frame is jet black.— The front 
end doesn’t aviate simply by shifting 
back on the seat so all the teen wonder 
pit racers will have to actually be able to 
ride to impress the folks with wheelies. 
The front end isn’t heavy, just that the 
extra two and a half inches of wheelbase 
has helped the Hodaka grow up. The 
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The natural habitat of the Hodal 





rest of the growing up process is taken 
care of by the 123cc engine. The extra 
cc’s help. mainly in areas where the 
100’s would run out of power, like 
loose uphills and sandwashes. The extra 
poop allows even a full-size rider to 
plonk on through rather than push, as 
might have been required with the 
hundred. The Wombat impressed those 
who rode it as more of a real 
motorcycle than the short wheelbase 
models. 

This growing up is reflected in the 
handling, too. The Wombat is more 
forgiving than the 100 B-plus when you 
get out of shape at speed. It doesn't 
seem to lose any of the desirable 
quickness of the Hodaka around sharp 
corners or between bushes, but feels 
more solid and controllable. It has 
six-way adjustable rear shocks, which 
are a new item, and they look very 
good. The rear end does not hop around

over the cobby adobe roads of the 
SoCal hills but it's not unsettling or 
uncontrolled. The suspension is, 
generally, soft and gives a comfortable 
ride. Front forks are good, though 
nobody thought of anything spectacular 
to say about them. The Wombat has a 
slight tendency to swap ends in some 
situations, say in braking on a downhill, 
but it’s easy to correct. That seemed to 
be the general handling character of the 
machine. If it didn’t always handle like 
a European motocrosser, it was no big 
problem to ride out of it or correct. 

The 24mm Mikuni carb is primed 
with a little push-pull enrichening knob 
which is necessary when cold, like the 
first time you start it after a week in the 
garage, but was not required otherwise. 
The Wombat engine is a fairly 
conventional oversquare piston port 
with a mild compression ration, as 
befitting a trailbike. In the tradition of 
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Tools reside in the shiny canister on the rear 
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Lighting is very good; mud flaps are 
fender.

Hodaka engines it is very relivable (At 
least we didn’t encounter any problems 
in a machine with zero miles on it.) and 
lends itself to any amount of trick 
hop-up stuff. It has sufficient power in 
stock form for a 125 trailbike. Some 
modified models of the Wombat have 
been acquitting themselves very 
commendably in Southern California 
motocross and scrambles and an official 
Hodaka-produced hop-up kit will be 
available soom if you feel you need it. 
The kitted models are referred to as 
Combat Wombats after the trade name 
of the kit. Don’t mess with it if you are 
interested in an uncomplicated 
trail/enduro machine. It doesn’t seem to 
be necessary . Power is adequate, but not 
overwhelming. 

Our test Wombat seemed 
undergeared, especially in first but this 
may have been due to a tight engine 
that wouldn’t run out in the revs until 
broken in. The engine still requires 
pre-mix to be dumped into the 2.75 
gallon tank, which is unusual for a 
Japanese-built machine but in keeping 
with the Hodaka competition image. 
The Wombat is a very simple, 
straightforward machine without any 
frills. 

It does have the important basics, 
however. Instrumentation consists of a 
speedo and a resettable odometer. 
About all you need, really. Lighting is 
very good, with two lighting coils off 
the mag. Rear light and brake light are

big enough to get attention in street 
riding. 

The Wombat is definitely street legal. 
The silencer/spark arrestor securely 
fastened to the large awkward-looking 
pipe is effective. The horn isn’t much, 
but should get you through the Motor 
Vehicle Dept. tech inspection. 

The things that affect the rider 
directly are improved and, objectively, 
not that bad. The seat is stretched out 
two inches with a lower profile and is 
just a bit more comfortably for 
big-butted riders. The footpegs are 
really super. They are heavy, serrated, 
rounded tip, spring-loaded, long pegs 
and Hodaka dealers should do a bang-up 
business in footpeg sales, if they can 
keep enough in stock. Handlebars feel 
kind of flimsy but, are adequate. They 
were comfortably with OK grips but 
look awfully high. They’re more for sit 
straight up-type riding. Braking 
pressure, front and rear, is progressive 
and positive but the brakes are nothing 
to write home about. The front brake is 
really marginal for street riding. 

It’s hard to get to the ignition key 
when you’re on the bike since it’s 
tucked under the left thigh. The bike is 
also too easy to hotwire to make it 
burglarproof so chain it or keep it in a 
garage.. There is no kill button, which 
definitely is not a compliment to the 
hard-to-reach key. Lights are controlled 
by the ignition key also, as on the old 
Hondas. 

Some of the details will save the 
enduro rider some cash at the accessory 
store. (We already noted the footpegs.) 
The steel fenders are chromed with dual 
mudflaps (top and bottom) on the front 
one. A chromed cylinder sits bolted to 
the rear fender, under the luggage rack, 
and carried a fairly standard assortment 
of tools. There is the potential for 
cracking the luggage rack and fender by 
overloading the container space since 
it’s all out behind the rear shock mounts 
and in for a lot of bouncing. The big 
aluminum tank holds plenty of fuel for 
extended rides or desert loops. 

The new 21-inch front wheel is 
another sign of the grown-up Hodaka 
but the tires, both front and rear, are 
too small. The 2.75 up front and 3.00 at 
the rear really don’t make it. Three 
hundred up front and 3.50 at the rear 
will make a better handling, better 
accelerating, all around neater machine. 
The tread pattern on the stock rubber is 
also a compromise Trials type. Again, it 
makes a suitably trailbike as is but the 
enduro rider probably won't be 
satisfied. 

The Wombat is basically a pleasure to 
ride because of its lack of spectacular 
attributes, good or bad. It's a very 
neutral feeling machine but still 
manages to give a good account of itself. 
You end up zipping along, not trying 
anything super tricky but not much 
worrying about the machine. Which

trailbike. It is also a great beginner's 
enduro machine since the would-be Six 
Days candidate doesn't have to worry 
about his machinery and can 
concentrate on his own skill 
development. 

Riders that like Hodakas before will 
like them even more in the form of a 
Wombat. Riders that didn’t like 


Hodakas before ought to reconsider. 
The changes are enough to make you a 
Wombat freak, and that’s a pretty heavy 
trip. 
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The new Hodaka 125 Wombat from 
Manhattan Sportbike, raced at Ascot 
Wednesday night August 9, 1972, and went 
home with second overall and placed second 
in every race in the Junior Division. This first 
Wombat to run at Ascot was raced by Jerry 
Frickleton, and was beaten only by a cz:

BOOK REVIEW 


Motorcycle Ace 
— the Dick Mann story 

By Dick Mann with Joe Scalzo 
$5.95, 244 pages with photographs. 
Henry Regnery Co., 114 W. Illinois St., 
Chicago 60610 

This is the third book on the lives of 
famous motorcycle racers by Author 
Scalzo and we are grateful that he saved 
the charmed spot for Dick Mann, our 
favorite. Scalzo’s series switches to a 
new publisher with this volume and 
though we reviewed an unbound (and 
apparently unproofred) copy, it profits 
from the change in terms of more 
readable typography, at least. 

The current Grand National 
Champion seems to be telling his story 
in the first person, although the Scalzo 
style, so familiar from reading his 
biographies of Gary Nixon and Bart 
Markel, comes through in the 
descriptive passages.

IF YOU MODIFIED YOUR 
HUSKY FORKS, READ THIS! 

In the June 13th issue, page 10, an 
article appeared by C.B. Wood, Jr. ona 
modification to Husqvarna front forks. 

Several things that should haye been 
stressed 
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concerned because two of these things 
could cause failure of the fork sliders to 
do their job and injury to the rider. 

If you will take a Husqvarna slider 
and measure from the top down on the 
inside you will come to a shoulder 
where the diameter gets smaller. This 
shoulder is five and one-tenth from the 
top. Now if you will check Mr. Wood's 
drawing you will find that the outside 
dimension is also 5-1/10 inches. This 
creates a serious weak spot and the first 
time you hit hard on the front wheel, 
the fork will break at this point. 

In Mr. Wood's drawing sharp 
shoulders are shown where the 
diameters change. This causes excessive 
stress at these points and possible 
failure. 

I wasn’t stupid enough to cut square 
corners on my own mod but the 5-1/10 
dimension slipped by me and scrapped 
$50 worth of parts. I’m sure that others 
have done this same thing and maybe 
they caught the error and maybe they 
are riding around with a set of sliders 
that are about to break and let them 
unload.

The new Penton 125 Trials machine 
is more, and in some ways less, than 
the sum of its parts. Like most of 
John Penton’s bikes, it does more than 
one thing well, (In this respect, all 
Pentons refute the hyper-specialization 
approach of many manufacturers, Some 
riders may have single purpose mach- 
ines for motocross, enduros, hare 
scrambles and flat track - and find 
themselves behind a Penton in each ey- 
ent.) 

Knowing this, we weren’t certain what 
to expect from the 125 Trials. Its 
appearance is striking, bearing a more 
than superficial resemblance to the 
Dalesman, The visual giveaway that this 
may be something other than just a 
trials bike is the high front fender, 
Otherwise, it has plenty of refined bog- 
wheeler appointments: The double crad- 
le frame is Reynolds 531 tubing, the 
best; the tires are Dunlop 2-ply trials 
universals; the suspension gets Girling 
adjustable shocks and Metal Products 
telescopic forks, Other goodies include 
an oil-in-the-frame chain oiler, spring 
loaded tensioner and conical alloy hubs. 

Okay, it looks great, but how does it 
go? Very well, actually, Our only major 
complaint against the Penton as a trials 
machine is the marginal low end power. 
The Sachs engine will plonk along rea- 
sonably well, given the proper jetting/ 
needle position/sparkplug combination, 
However, when confronted with a size- 
able obstacle, it will take a better than 
average trials rider to get the front 
wheel airborne. 

We should mention here that our test 
bike was an early production model with 
the Sachs “A” engine with point type 
ignition and a 22mm Amal carb. The 
Penton Trials now arrives with the 
“B” engine (smaller crankshaft; same 
weight, less circumference) and Moto- 
plat transistorized ignition. Now, it may 
seem that the Motoplat would be even 
less suitable for slow work than the 
traditional ignition. But, having ridden 
the transistor model equipped with 
a 27mm Bing carb, the improved throt- 
tle response far outweighs the other 
disadvantage. The power comes on right 
now. 

What it comes down to is that the 
serious trials rider will have to do 
some experimenting with the machine 
to suit his own needs. Both carburetors 
come with the unit. It may be that the 
smaller Amal, in conjunction with the 
Motoplat, will be exactly rightfor trials, 
A Mikuni may prove even better, 
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Air cleaner/collection chamber. 


Our only other complaint with the Pen- 
ton-as-Trialer is the footpeg location. 
While they are located right at the swing 
arm pivot, the leading edge of the pegs 
is 18 inches from the center of the rear 
axle, This measurement on a Montesa 
Cota is 15 1/2 inches, The result is 
that the riding position feels too far 
forward, putting the rider’s shoulders 
almost directly over the handlebars. The 
pegs would not be difficult to relocate, 

So, only in those two respects is the 
Penton less than the sum of its parts, 
But, as we mentioned before, Penton 
bikes are always more than they appear 
to be. We suspect that this machine 
was not intended to be a specialized 
trialer, although it easily could be, It 
Lock turns are a 
breeze. It looks great. (The package 
is assembled by Wassel in England, and 
«the Dalesman’’ himself was allegedly 
in on the design.) 

The new Penton will sell for a tidy 
$975, and it will sell because, for one 
thing, it’s so damn cute. Beyond that, 
it will draw riders who may just want 
to play in the woods one day, ride an 
enduro the next and then set it up for 
next weekend’s trials, It will go fast 
with as little effort as it will go slow, 
(We even tried some short trackin’, 
going around a gear higher each time, 
Just throw it over and it holds the 
line.) 

The Penton 125 Trials is fun to ride. 
As reports filter in on trick modif- 
ications, etc., we’ll keep you informed,

The latest word from Russ Penny, the 
BLM district manager, on desert use is a 
lot more encouraging than the initial 
draft of the land use regs. It boils down 
to the face that a performance bond up 
to the amount of $1000 may be 
required at the discretion of the district, 
This should work out that clubs and 
organizations with good reputations for 
cooperation and performance will have 
a small, or no, bond requirement. 
Sponsoring agencies will be required to 
repair road crossings, survey marks and 
the like along the course. Sanitary 
facilities, mot necessarily chemical 
toilets, and first aid plus ambulance 
service will be required. The BLM is 
waiving the previous requirement for 
liability and personal injury insurance.

The course included straightaways on 
cobblestone roads and steep trails. so 
slosely lined with trees there was barely 
room for one pair of handlebars. Parts 
of the track ran on or near city streets

and thousands of Belgian fans crowded 
in front of busy cafes and bars to watch 
the racing. 

Swedish Maico rider, Ake Jonsson, 
was the only rider to offer DeCoster any 
challenge but after dicing briefly in the 
opening laps Ake dropped back a few 
seconds and accepted two second place 
finishes. 

Adolf Weil and Yamaha rider Jaak 
Van Velthoven traded third and fourth 
place in the two races but Weil had the 
better overall time by 15 seconds so the 
German was scored third and Van 
Velthoven finished fourth. 

Mark Blackwell and Billy Clements 
were the Americans on the program. 
Both Californians are racing under 
sponsorship from Husqvarna and they 
are receiving advice and help from past 
World Champ, Rolf Tibblin. 

Blackwell has put in a full season of 
Grand Prix racing under Rolf's

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thrown by Van Velthoven’s wheels and 
the Finnish Husqvarna pilot crashed and 
had to work up from last to 13th. 

Two Dutch riders, Gerrit Wolsink 
and Pierre Karsmakers, made steady 
progress through the middle of the field 
and finished seventh and eighth behind 
Friedrichs. Both the Dutch riders are 
using old style four-speed Huskys 
because they are lighter than the normal 
five-speed bikes. 

For DeCoster and Jonsson the 
second heat was almost an instant 
replay of the first. But this time Paul 
Friedrichs was in third place and he 
looked like he meant business. Van 
Velthoven was fourth followed by 
Adolf Weil and Bengt Aberg. 

On lap four, Friedrichs clipped a tree 
with his handlebars and although he 
somehow avoided a big crash he was so 
shaken that he rode slowly around to 
the pits and pulled out of the race. 
Somewhere during that same lap Bengt 
Abert hit some hard bumps a little out 
of shape and wrenched some back 
muscles that have given him trouble in 
the past. Bengt rode directly to the first 
aid tent and called it quits for the day. 

At this point the evenly spaced 
leaders were DeCoster, Jonsson, Van 
Velthoven and Weil. Mikkola was next 
and then came Wolsink and Karsmakers. 
English Husky rider Andy Roberton had 
a good race going and he was eighth. 

Billy Clements was circulating well 
when he sailed off a big jump and hit a 
slippery rock with the rear tire. 

“I started to slide into a big tree, 
“Billy said later. “I gassed it a little so I 
could slide on around the turn. I almost 
thought I was going to make it but I hit 
that tree broadside.” 

Billy said that he was shaken and the 
wind was knocked out of him. “I was 
gasping for air and about six guys were 
trying to pull my helmet off.” “After a 
minute I was all right but the first aid 
man said I was dizzy and wouldn’t let 
me race. Finally, after some talking, I 
convinced him that I was all right and I 
took back my helmet and got started.” 

Billy lost a couple of laps because of 
the incident with the tree but he gamely 
rode out the remaining laps and was 
scored 17th overall. 

At the request of the Belgian 
Federation, 250cc World Champion Joel 
Robert passed up the Finnish Grand 
Prix to race at Namur. 





Joel Robert spectated on crutches after 
tearing the cartilage in his knee during 
practice. 

Joel arrived on Saturday with a well 
thrashed Suzuki GP bike and he made a 
few practice laps before he took’ on 
challengers in a series of practice starts. 

“I put down my boot to turn the 
bike around to make a start,” Joel 
related the next day. “But the bike 
turned around and my foot didn’t 
move. My knee hurt a little right then, 
but I thought it would be OK. It 
happened at such a slow speed I 
couldn’t believe it. My knee started to 
stiffen up later and that evening when I 
tried to get up from dinner, I couldn’t 
move it.” 

At the moment Robert's right leg is 
in plaster from the ankle to the thigh 
and it is questionable if he will race in 
the two remaining 250cc World 
Championship rounds in England and 
Switzerland. 

Joel says that his doctors say his 
knee might be all right to race in two 
weeks but they recommend an 
operation to repair the damaged 
cartilage before the American Winter 
series. 

Robert nailed down his sixth World 
Title at the Russian Grand Prix back in 
June and characteristically, Joel looked 
at the lighter side of things: “In a way, 
I’m almost glad it happened, this will be 
my first vacation from racing in 13 
years.”

— The Briton Andy Lee once again 
added a first place cup to his already 
long list of French victories. Bryand 
Kenney followed up last week’s win by 
a solid second place overall. 

The track was smooth and fast, 
American style, and at least five of the 
rider’s engines suffered from the high 
revving during the course of the day.

The second moto, Quierel tried to 
repeat his win. Instead he blew up his 
Husky to the great disappointment of 
the thousands of French spectators. 
This round was Nicoll’s win, seconded 
by Lee. On the first lap Kenney rode 
over two downed bikes and pitched over 
the handlebars on the other side. With a 
last place start, he worked up past 
twenty riders to fourth place behind 
Jacky Porte, the 1970 French 





nney, second overall; Andy Lee, first overall. 





champion. 

The finale was the deciding race, and 
this time Kenny took the lead. With no 
one to bother him, he stretched out a 
good third of the track between he and 
the number two man, Lee. Already 
assured of an overall win, Lee slowed 
toward the end of the race to third 
because of noise in the motor. 

The young star, Jacky Chapot, fell 
into second place. Nicoll didn’t make it 
over the starting gate before his gearbox 
packed up. The Swiss rider, Rene Rossy, 
and the Swede, Lars Hansson, both 
settled for a mediocre placing. 

After two weeks of international 
racing, we are on the way to the last of 
the 500 GP series in Luxembourg where 
we will see Roger DeCoster officially 
crowned for the second year in a row, 
Bryan and Mark are both on the 
program as well as Billy Clements if he 
can round up a last minute entry. Watch 
for HotShoe's rundown on this closing 
event.

Yes, from the TV series, AM that rug- 
ged country that the tough Cannon family 
is trying to civilize in the face of un- 
believable odds is not anywhere near 
Mexico or the Indian country, but nestled 
in the midlands of gentle Sweden, The 
set is now a tourist attraction, as the 
old western town still remains, and I 
imagine the cowboys still roam the 
streets, Indeed, one of them was tending 
the bar at this gala event, and in good 
western drawl he greeted each customer 
with a ““waddaya have, pahdner?” 

Elsewhere, a fair was in progress 
across the road from the raceway, and 
for two nights someone had hired a 
band to play in a field next to this 
fair. In the paddock, for the racer’s 
pleasure, the track owner had installed 
a swimming pool and a very nice rest- 
aurant, plus a cafeteria where anyone 
even remotely associated with the press 
was given free meals for three days. 
And there was a refrigerator stocked 
with cold.drinks for anyone in the pad- 
docks, The Swedish are hospitable peo- 
ple, and Sweden an enticing place to 
live. But along with being the wealthiest 
country in Europe, it is also probably 
the costliest in which to live, 
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Agostini (1) went on to win the 500 class again. 

The track was open to the riders for 
the GP on Thursday, for untimed prac- 
tice sessions of 50 minutes for each 
class, This left only Friday’s half-hour 
sessions (2 sessions per class, one in 
the morning and one in the afternoon) 
in which riders could qualify for the 
race, The riders, understandably, did 
not like this, and sent their spokesmen 
to talk with the organizers. It is the 
custom at GP’s to have two days of 
timed practice, an hour for each class 
each day (next year it may be an FIM 
rule). So it was agreed that if any 
rider from last year's top ten in point 
standings failed to qualify, he would be 
allowed to race anyway. A fair com- 
promise considering the circumstances, 
The same situation exists for next week’s 
Finnish GP, and the riders already con- 
tacted the organizers, only to be told 
that the police would not allow two days 
of timed practice, but to try again next 
year, The International Riders Union 
(of which most of the top riders are 
members) will be petitioning from afar 
for the same deal at Finland as was 
decided at Sweden, If the top ten are 
not guaranteed a start, supposedly they 
will not go, It should be interesting. 

Another item about the Finnish race 
was that the organizers rejected Hideo 
Kanaya’s entry, with the statement that 
the field was already full. Kanaya is a 
Yamaha factory rider and one of the 
top on the GP circuit, The Finnish peo- 
ple later (Saturday to be exact) offered 
him a ride, but with such a small start- 
money offering that he can not come, A 
very unusual occurence, 

Friday’s practice sessions saw the 
fastest lap turned in by Rod Gould ona 
250 Yamaha at 1:49.42, a speed of 
82.5 mph. The lap record is held by 
a fellow named Leo Kinnunen at a very 
fast 99 mph. Some unknown donor had 
offered a prize of 1,000 Kronors to any- 
one who would break this, but no one 
came near, either in practice or in the 
racing. 

And the racing began on Saturday with 
the 125 class at 2:30 p.m. Once again 
the little bikes provided one of the best 
races of the meeting, with Angel Nieto 
and Kent Andersson running wheel to 
wheel for first place, and Borje Jansson 
and Charles Mortimer doing the same for 
the third spot, The first two riders were 
never more than two bike lengths apart, 
and at the finish Nieto’s Derbi was .28 
seconds ahead of Andersson’s Yamaha, 
Jansson’s Maico seemed to tire towards 
the end of the race, and Mortimer pulled 
out a 3,5 second lead over him for 
third place, With two races to go, the 
125 World Champion is still to be dec- 
ided, and these four menall havea chance 
at it, with Nieto the favorite, 

Saturday’s second race was looked for- 
ward to by many, as Jarno Saarinen 
had clocked his Yamaha in almost a full 
second ahead of Agostini and the mighty 
MV, But Saarinen, after leading for a 
short time, was passed by Agostini and 
then dueled with Phil Read on another 
MV, for second until his gearbox didn’t 
do it’s gearing properly, and he was 
slowed to the extent that Read took an 
easy second, He did turn the fastest lap 
of the 34 lap race at 84,4 mph for his 
third place finish, Agostini’s Winning av- 
erage was 82.9 mph. The 350 World 
Title is still to be decided with Ago- 
stini the definite favorite and Saarinen 
having an outside chance, 





The final race of Saturday was the 
big-purse Formula 750. This class is 
not of World Championship status, but 
plans are (tentatively at least) to make 
it one in 1973, At any rate, there was 
keen interest among the spectators and 
riders as well, as a wealthy Swede had 
donated 5,000 Kronors prize money (2, 
200 dollars) for first place, The John 
Player Norton team was here, resplen- 
dent in the team colors of powder- 
blue and white, and Peter Williams turned 
the fastest practice time on his team 
Norton at 82.4 mph, However the or- 
ganizers had allowed four 350 Yamahas to 
enter, and one of them was ridden by 
Kent Andersson. The first few laps 
saw a race between Andersson, Williams, 
and Phil Read on another team Norton, 
Andersson began pulling away, and Peter 
Williams overcooked a tight left-hander 
in his hurry to catch up and dropped it, 
He was unhurt, but out of the race, 
leaving Read tofinish second, Mick Grant 
had crashed the third team Norton during 
practice, and did not race, Third place 
went to Tony Jefferies on a Triumph, 
triple. Andersson’s pace for the 20 lap 
race was 81.8 mph, with the fastest lap 
also by him being 83,4 mph. Needless 
to say, Andersson bought the milk shakes 
Saturday night with that fat pay check, 
coupled with his second in the 125class, 
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> / Saturday- night the race track spon- 
sored a: pork barbecue for all the rac- 
ers, mechanics, press andofficials right 
at the track, No one goes away from the 
Swedish GP hungry. 

Sunday, July 23rd was just as nice as 
the three days preceeding it, And the 
500cc class forecasted a day of racing 
at least as good as what went before, 
Angel Nieto and Jan de Vries entered 
the first turn almost side by side, and 
they stayed that way most of the race, 
until Nieto crashed (uninjured) on the 
eleventh lap of the 15 lapper. De Vries’s 
Kriedler seemed a bit faster on top end 
than the Derbi, so he would take a lead 
down the straight, Then the fiery Span- 
iard would do something rash in a cor- 
ner and take the lead back, The small 
bike classes have been the best all 
season long. De Vries ran an average 
74 mph, but Nieto took fast lap hon- 
ors at 75,1 mph. Second place went to 
Theo Timmer on a Jamathi after Nie- 
to’s crash, and third was Juan Pares 
of Spain on a Derbi, The 50ce World 
title is open yet to either Nieto or 
de Vries, as Nieto has two wins and 
three seconds, and de Vries has three 
wins and two seconds. The only meet- 
ing left is in Spain, in September. Nieto 
must be the favorite there, but if he 
wins, the two will be ties, both in wins 
and in points, assuming de Vries takes 
a second, 

Rodney Gould took an immediate lead 
in the 250 race, and just smoothly rode 
on to a win, increasing his lead every 
lap until his winning margin was over 
31 seconds ahead of Saarinen's Yamaha, 
who had to hold off a late charge from 
Renzo Pasolini and the H-D Aermacchi, 
Pasolini started Poorly, but worked 
through the field in time to push Saar- 
inen to the fast lap on lap 28 of the 30 
lap race at 83,0 mph, Gould's average 
was 81.7 for the win, 

Agostini already has his world title 
in the 500 class, but he races any- 
way, and it is a good thing for the pro- 
moters, as the MV’s are crowd pleas- 
ers and Agostini has a female fan club 
that must number in the millions, But 
Ago was late getting started for the 35 
lap race, and Rod Gould, on a 350 plus 
Yamaha, was not, At one point Gould 
was first and Agostini 9th, On his way 
to catch Gould, the MV turned a lap 
at 83,6 mph, the fastest lap of the 
entire session, But it still looked like 
Ago might be beaten for the first time 
this year in the 500 class, for when 
he finally took second place, Gould had 
a lead of over 1/4 mile, It was not 
enough, Agostini took the lead some-where

CARLSBAD, CAL., Aug. 20, 1972 — 
Wes Cooley, organizer of the ACA, had 
a great day today. First of all, he had an 
excellent turnout for today’s road race. 
There were so many people that there 
was no place to park in the pits. There 
was a fair turnout of spectators, too. 

Another event that must have 
pleased Wes was the ovefall Open 
victory of George Kerker who was 
riding a Honda 750 owned by Cooley. 
Kerker had an all day battle with Steve 
McLaughlin who was riding a Honda 
500 modified by Action Fours. 
Normally, it would have been a runaway 
for the larger bike, but Action Fours has 
really done a number on McLaughlin’s 
500, and it is a bit easier to get the 
smaller four around the bumpy, narrow 
Carlsbad circuit. $ 

Kerker was also handicapped by a 
lack of fifth gear. The pace set by 
McLaughlin was so fast that Kerker 
didn’t evep have a chance to play his 
usual games. He did win, however. 

Kerker was also the official winner of 
the Open Production event although he 
was beaten by McLaughlin on the same 
Action Fours 500. For this event Kerker 
was riding a showroom stock Honda 
750. The Action Fours bike had 
horsepower on the stock 750 and won, 
but was not a legal production bike 
because of its megaphone exhaust. 

The icing on the cake for Cooley 
came when his son, Wes Jr., won the 
250-350 Junior GP event on a Yamaha 
250. Wes got a bad start, but worked his 
way through the pack to win by a 
sizable margin at the flag. The first 350 
in was the Kawasaki of Mike Clark who 
also won the 350 class of the 
production event on the same bike, 
beating all the 500’s in the process. 

The best race of the day was the 
500-Open Junior GP event. It was a 
wire-to-wire battle between Frank 
Coker (Nor) and Tom Casey on a Honda 
500. They stayed nose to tail the entire 
way and the lead shifted several times. 
At the flag, though, Coker nosed out 
the Honda for his first overall victory 
after a great deal of trying and several 
near misses in the past. Casey, of course, 


} 


won the 500 class. 

The lightweight Senior GP event was 
dominated absolutely by Whitney 
Blakslee on the same Anza Kawasaki 
175 that he has been winning on all 
season long. 

The 250 Seniors ran with the Open 
bike and Neal Coben won the class and 
what's more impressive, was third 
overall behind Kerker and McLaughlin. 
Chuck Strohmenger was second in his 
first Senior ride. He had a dice for most 
of the distance with Dick Kilgroe, who 
was having trouble with his Kawasaki 
750. Strohmenger just nipped him at 
the line. 

Among the spectators were Pat Evans 
and Bob Endicott. Pat hopes to be back 
in business at Ontario and Bob has his 
eye on the ACA Riverside event on 
September 17.

near the middle of the race and stret- 
ched it to a winning margin of some 27 
seconds at an average speed of 82 mph, 

It seems appropriate here to mention 
that often in the pits the talk is of 
seeing Agostini and Rayborn race. It is 
nearly unanimous that they are the two 
best road racers riding in the world 
today, and it is only fitting that they 
should be allowed to race each,other, 
somehow. It would certainly draw a 
crowd, particularly in England, where 
the people who saw Mr, Rayborn during 
the Anglo-American series call him the 
best in the world, bar none, Or in 
Italy, Or in America, where the howling 
MV would be exposed to the innocent 
eyes and ears of the cycling public for 
the first time, It is time that H-D and 
MV and various officials and a pro- 
moter or two got down to business and 
arranged it, ` 

The final race of the Swedish GP was 
not a world point-paying event, and so 
some of the better Germans stayed 
away, as it is a trip to Sweden, and it 
was a 750cc limit instead of the champ- 


ionship size of 500. Only two German 
outfits attended, that of Schauzu/Kalauch 
and Wegener/Heinrichs, Hinz Luthring- 
hauser/Jurgan Cusnik crashed last week 
at the Czechoslovakian GP and Cusnik 
was killed when thrown into a telephone 
pole, And the other top people stayed 
home to ready their outfits for the next 
World Points race, The majority of side- 
car outfits were manned by Swedes, 
and proved to be quick enough to take 
a first place and a third, Eric von Post 
and Hampus von Post took a very clean 
750 Honda outfit to the front on the 
first lap, and stayed there for the race, 
Schauzu/Kalauch started poorly, but 

worked up to second place by the end 
of the 20 lap race, followed by two more 
Swedes, Stefan DahIberg/Hans Bjorkman 
on a BMW. 4th went to the Wegener/ 
Heinrichs BMW, Some of these Swedes 

really knew the Anderstorp course well, 
and were hanging the sidecar wheel in 
the air all the way around the corners,

record-breaking 8.81 ET. 


Record-breaking action was the order 
of the day as 13 National marks fell by 
the wayside when Atco Dragway hosted 
the AMDRA/Supercycle Magazine 
Champs. Most noteworthy were the 
AA/F record blased by Larry Welch on 
Routt’s Double Triumph to a fantastic 
8.81. Also, the B/A Sportster of Libby, 
Christenson and Hornstein recording a 
10.87 blast to enter the books; the 
Chiaccio Motors-sponsored Honda C/A 
record by Tony Mazziotto recording a 
10.98 and, also from Chiaccio’s shop, 
John Trezona popped the E/A record 
down to an 11.92, 

Ron Wade with his 350 Honda 
smashed the G/A record to an amazing 
12.90 at 102 mph; Steve Parker lowered 
his CC/SS record to a 12.66 on a Harley 
and Mike Gartner on the D&A Kawasaki 
500 set the B/S mark at 12.50. 

Supercharged eliminator action in 
the Top Fuel category found Al Charlier 
on his big inch Sportster put away Ed 
Smalley’s double BSA in round 1 and 
Dick Prime on his Murray-Framed 
Sportster in round 2, Prime advanced to 
the second when Dennis Baldwin's 
Tri/Beeza broke a primary chain on the 
starting motors. 

AMDRA National 10, Ray Price, 
qualified his stock-appearing Harley 
"fuel funny bike’ but lost to Mike 
McLaughlin’s 9.66 charge in the first 
round, 

Ray’s North Carolina street “sleeper” 
appears to be the advent of a new breed 
of drag racing motorcycles. Built to 
look like any other stock or slightly 
modified street bike, the machine 
carries a heart of thunder in it’s 90” 
Johnson High Performance-prepared 
‘killer’ engine. Initial runs with the 
newly installed two-speed saw times 
approaching the high nine-second 
bracket with a smoke screen a quarter 
of a mile long. 

Larry Welch on Routt’s Double 
Triumph posted a 9.06 solo in round 
one and devastated McLaughlin with an 
8.87 charge in the second to set the 
stage for the finals. 

Meanwhile, frantic action in the Top 
Gas category saw low qualifier Bob 
Mauriello redlight in the second round 
to lose to Mark Davis, who had soundly 
trounced Bob Bozer in round one 
competition with a 10.03 — 138.88. 
Eastern Drag’s Chuck Henderson got the 
best of Chet Stupcenski as Chet’s 
double Triumph experienced problems 
on the line and Sonny Routt put away 
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‘Book’

Mike Fedyk in round one and an ailing 
Henderson in the second pairing with a 
10.20. 

Junior Gas Eliminator saw Dick 
Stone down the tube in the first round 
and the supercharged BSA of Mike 
Boros face off against Jim Mullis on the 
Honda of Raleigh C/D. Mullis posted a 
winning time of 11.18 — 122 mph to 
snatch the victory as Boros recorded an 
11.93 losing effort. 

AMDRA National 3 Bill Smith once 
again showed the way to the winner’s 
circle in the Junior Fuel category as he 
blasted Tom Rhodes in the semi and 
paired up with Sonny Routt on his 
“little” bike for the final go. Smitty’s 
10.25 — 141.68 was more than enough 
to collect the Jr. Fuel gold. 


The hotly-contested Competition 
Eliminator bracket found Record 
Holder, Tony Mazziotto, defeated by 


teammate John Trezona in the 
semi-final round, but Trezona could not 
hold off the final round charge of Bob 
Libby as he piloted the 
Christenson/Hornstein B/A Sportster 
record holder to a victory of 11.00 
seconds. 

“Mr. Clean” in his white Bates 
leathers and matching white boots, Mike 
Gartner, showed the way home once 
again in the Street Eliminator categoy 
on his Kawasaki Mach III. 

The stage was set for the final 
tun-offs in Top Gas and Top Fuel. 
Sonny Routt once again showed his 
professionalism when he faced off 
against Mark Davis in the final. Mark’s 
big inch Sportster recorded a 10.18 at 
139 mph only to lose to Routt’s slower 
10.21 — 131, as Routt’s Double 
Triumph put a tremendous hole shot on 
e Sportster and held it off for 1320 
eet. 

Routt's teammate, Larry Welch, now 
had to face Al Charlier's big inch rat 
motor Harley. Charlie was somewhat 
the underdog as his 9.3 early-round runs 
were off the cight-second pace set down 
by Welch. When the green came on, 
Welch blasted the Double Triumph off 
the line and Al Charlier went up in 
smoke. Charlier’s 9.67 — 154 pass was 
not nearly enough to hold off the 
tremendous record-breaking charge of 
AMDRA National No. 2. The winning 
time, and one of the quickest every run, 
a fantastic 8.81, carried Welch to the 
win and one step closer to the National 
No. 1 spot.

In 28 years of being in and watching 
motorcycle drag racing, Clem Johnson 
has learned a lot about his bike, his 
methods and his own feelings about the 
sport. Clem is the holder of two track 
records in California drag racing. 

“Also,” he says, “you get to know 
what other people think about it.” 

Clem’s English HRS Vincetn is a 
raceway classic, since none have been 
built for 17 years. No one has kept 
original equipment so long and in such 
excellent condition. But that’s a 
technical story well known to racing 
comrades and fans alike. Clem loves the 
sport, a love spanning the years since his 
teens when he rode his first bike down 
the back roads of Buffalo, New York 
reaching the breathtaking speed of 90 
mph. 
It is because of this love for the sport 
that Clem is so concerned with the 
dwindling attendance and interest in 
motorcycle drag racing. Operators of 
raceways where this unique sport is 
witnessed are also concerned. Many are 
seeking the answers and trying to 
improve the image. 

Gate receipts have been steadily 
dropping over the years, not alarmingly, 
says Clem, but enough to be disturbing. 

“There are some things which can be 
done,” Clem declares, “things which 
would encourage greater attendance at 
the races, and, of course, bring more 
profit to the promoters.” 

Some of the things are technical, 
others are in the commercial field. They 
all need attention, according to Clem, 
although some are more urgent. 

“] believe the most immediate need 
is one upon which, much of the future 
existence of drag racing itself depends.” 

Clem says it is the price of admission 
at most tracks. Admission for the big 
event, or events, of the week or month 
at most tracks is $5 a ticket, $10 if you 
bring a date. This may not be too much 
for the well-established older fan but it 
is too steep for the younger generation. 

Track management argues that it 
would cost this much or more to go to 
Disneyland or similar place of 
amusement. This attitude places the 
tracks in the same category as those 
amusement places. Tracks are not in this 
class at all. 

If amusement parks like Disneyland 
had to depend upon weekly repeat visits 
by the same people, they would be in 
real trouble. But tracks must depend 
upon the steady attendance of regulars

who normally cannot afford Disneyland 
prices every week. 

“It is, or should be,” says Clem, “a 
primary target of the racing promoters 
and track owners to interest the 
younger generation. If we can hold their 
interest in motorcycle drag racing they 
will be the next crop of participants.” 

“Remember,” he says, “these 
younger men want to take a date along, 
and $5 a seat is just too much for them. 

‘That brings up a companion 
problem: rest rooms. These facilities 
leave a great deal to be desired at most 
of the tracks I have seen. These young 
men tell me they get this directly from 
their dates. They have found that if 
their dates do not like the facilities they 
will not go along.” 

There is one serious technical 
problem which all tracks have in 
common. Few patrons fail to complain 
about this one and its solution is not all 
that easy. The first thing people want to 
know when they are at the track is what 
is going on. But at no track can the 
spectators hear enough over the PA 
system to find out. Solving this one is a 
headache but headache or not, tracks 
must make it possible for people to find 
out “Who's on first”! 

Clem has a few more suggestions for 
tracks. Coming from him they should 
well be heeded. 

“Races are always on Sundays. At 
least the big ones are. I think this cuts 
down on attendance a lot. Saturday 
night would be better for young people, 
in my opinion. Friday is not so good. 

“Most young people date Saturday 
night. Monday school or business makes 
Sunday night just the wrong night.” 

Less important but contributing 
factors to loss of interest are late 
starting of races and dragging out of 
programs. These undoubtedly are the 
easiest to remedy. 

From the participants’ side, greater 
interest could be stirred if, larger purses 
were offered for the races. Most drag 
bike owners never make expenses for 
keeping their machines in condition for 
racing. Larger purses would encourage 
wider participation. 

Television coverage of motorcycle 
drag racing would stir interest amongst 


people who, perhaps, needs an 
introduction to this sport, Clem 
believes. 


“At present,” he says, “there is little 
or no coverage. Once in a great while 
you will see a very short spot on a 
sports program or newscast. But there is 
no continuous showing of drag racing. 
Such coverage would be great help in 
filling the stands”. 

Clem believes that tracks are anxious 
and ready to get at these slowdown 
causes for poor attendance. No one 
would be more pleased than Clem to see 
some of these problems solved. But he is 
not waiting for the solutions. You still 
can, and always will, see Clem Johnson 
unloading his Vincent at the drag tracks.

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Fingers in the Dike 


Approximately one month ago the Bureau of 
Land Management issued a series of regulations 
designed to control the use of off-road vehicles on 


BLM land. It took no imagination to see that if those- 


regulations were enforced in that form that organized 
vehicular activity on BLM land was finished. Kaput. 
Dead. The reaction was immediate and strong. 
Editorials were written, events were cancelled and 
even normally compacent District 37 was visibly 
shaken. 

To meet this threat, Ron Sloan, a member of the 
District 37 Board of Directors and of the ORVAC 
committee, set up a meeting between the BLM and 
representatives of the various groups who were 
threatened by immediate extinction. The meeting 
took place Thursday, August 24, in Sacramento at 
the BLM headquarters. The group that assembled in 
the BLM’s moderately large meetingroom was quite 
impressive. Representing the BLM were Director 
Russell Penny, Solicitor Burt Stanley, Bakersfield 
District Manager Louis Boll, Riverside District 
Manager Del Vail and several staff people from the 
State office. 

Representing the vehicle users were Ron Sloan, 
District 37; Mike Hinshaw, AMA National office: Don 
Link, District 36; Mark Stevens, District 38; Ed 
Pearlman, NORRA; Hildamae Vought, CORL; Lee 
Chase and Bob Dressler, ARVRA; Jack Edwards, 
Calif. Assn. of 4-wheel drive Clubs; and several others 

The group was decidedly uncomfortable. The 
seriousness of the situation was reflected in the faces 
of both the vehicle representatives and the BLM 
people. You could gauge the depth of each group's 
concern by whether the representative looked merely 
very worried or scared to death. The AMA people, 
with the most to lose, were very glum, with complete 
despair registered on some faces, notably that of 
Mark Stevens whose small District would be 
completely wiped out if the Bureau regulations are 
enforced. Don Link sat throughout the meeting 
looking like a man who has been condemned to death 
and is now being asked to joing in a spirited 
discussion of his means of execution. NORRA‘s chief 
Ed Pearlman had the air of a man in a high stakes 
poker game who has folded his . thirty-second 
consecutive hand. Ron Sloan had adopted the 
confidence of the professional negotiator — Somehow 
as long as we're talking to one another we'll work this 
thing out — but even he occasionally lapsed into 
nervous confusion when presented with seemingly 
unreconcilable differences. 

Contrary to my expectations, the BLM people 
seemed genuinely concerned and anxious, for the 
most part, to find some solutions. Russ Penny was 
the most obviously upset. He nervously twisted in his 
chair, played with pencils and ashtrays, and forced a 
cheerfulness that he obviously didn’t feel. As the 
meeting progressed his face when through a series of 
changes that would have done credit to Marcel 
Marceau. A few times the negotiators accepted things 
that he didn't expect and he registered a happy glow; 
when things went against his wishes and he glowered, 
pouted and looked a few times as though he were 
taking it as a personal affront. He seemed to have a 
decidedly difficult time understanding the essentially 
‘small-time nature of recreationists. Although there 
was no doubt, at least in my mind, that he wished to 
cooperate and find at least enough answers to avoid 
killing the sport, his obvious lack of sincerity at times 
was disconcerting, to say the least. When someone 
would bring up an example of how the Forest Service 
handled a problem, he would register surprise and say 
something like, “Do they do that?” He knows the 
Forest Service operation almost as well as he does his 
own and has been studying this problem for months, 
if not years.. A top administrator, his memory is 
undoubtedly acute, but he kept “forgetting” an 
agreed upon figure. 

The BLM'’s solicitor (lawyer) Burt Stevens was the 
only one of the group that was fairly cheerful. 
Urbane, slightly cynical, extremely competent and 
confident of his competence, he tried to convey an 
air of sympathetic understanding, but he would 


- rather be playing a legal chess game. You could 


almost see him reminding himself that these are real 
people with real problems. One of the most likable of 
the group, he could be a real help to us, depending 
upon whether he decides to play the white pieces, the 
black pieces or the referee.

Penny started the meeting by explaining his 
Position. It boiled down to a simple situation. He was 
forced to put organized activity under the Special Use 
Permit system, a system in his organization which was 
similar to but not identical to, the Special Use Permit 
system under which the Forest Service has been 
permitting organized activity for several years. The 
regulations were the simple logical outgrowth of this 
Special Use Permit system. Although legal 
considerations were the primary reason for this 
change, he conveyed the impression that he had been 
directed to do this by his superiors as well. From the 
outset there was never any question of whether or 
not we would be put under the special use permit 
system. The only question was whether the 
regulations could be so modified as to permit the 
sport to survive while meeting the conditions of the 
system. 

We were meeting to propose changes to the 
regulations. Any changes that we recommended that 
were not contrary to law or existing Bureau 
regulation would be incorporated in the final draft of 
the regulations. The original draft of the regulations 
was published in Cycle News Issue No. 32 and for 
those whose interest in this matter is more than 
casual, it would be well to obtain a copy of that 
paper to follow the action more carefully. 

The opening paragraph stated that the following 
procedure would apply to organized/off-road vehicle 
activity. Several people wanted to include all 
organized recreational activites in that paragraph, but 
the chairman squelched that discussion as leading 
nowhere. Mostly what followedwas applicable only to 
vehicles. The remainder of the first page dealt with 
Bureau procedures and was accepted almost 
unchanged. Page 2 was also accepted as is. It provided 
for inspections, for obtaining injunctions against 
repeated offenders, and for filing reports after the 
event. The first two items on Page 3 were accepted. 
These dealt with forms and the method of collecting 
fees. 

The next item, I! A, was modified. This item set 
the timetable for actions by both the applicant and 
Bureau, setting a minimum of 80 days for all action 
with the Bureau not required to give final notice of 
rejection or approval until 30 days before the event. 
This was changed in effect to allow the Bureau 50 
days from the date of application to complete its 
work and notify the applicant of the decision. This 
means that if a club must have a decision 60 days 
before the event, it must notify the Bureau 110 days 
before. In no case, though, will a permit be granted 
with less than an 80-day lead time. This change will 
be helpful to clubs throwing enduros and large races 
who cannot cancel events on 30 days’ notice. 
Another phrase in the same paragraph was held in 
abeyance pending discussion of a later section. The 
balance of Page 3 was accepted as containing nothing 
of paramount concern to users. 


Page 4 was a new form to be filled. out by 


applicants and was accepted with only insignificant 
changes. Page 5 was a continuation of the form and 
was accepted. 

Page 6 started with the controversial bond 
regulation, whereby a bond in the amount of $1000 
per 100 entrants would be required. Objections 
stemmed from two sources. First it was generally 
agreed that the bond would be unobtainable for 
many organizations. As an example, it was noted that 
one club which has recently obtained a bond had to 
put up collateral for the face value of the bond and 
produce three guarantors (co-signers) and the cost 
even with all this security was very high — 3%%. It 
was noted that the Forest Service requires a much 
lower amount generally and is willing to accept either 
a bond or other surety, usually in the form of a 
personal check for $300 that is held until conditions 
are met. The BLM agreed that it could live with a 
system of this sort and the regulation was modified to 
read “bond or other surety.” A minimum of $300 
was set and this remains at the manager’s discretion, 
over some objections. The sentence stating that a rule 
of thumb would be $100 per 100 riders was stricken. 
The possibility was left open that for clubs with a 
good performance record the surety could be simply 
a promise, but it appears that this will not be 
included. 

The remainder of the page dealt with the insurance 
requirement and this is the most serious problem of 
the entire set of regulations. While insurance can be 
obtained for some forms of sport, namely trials and 
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enduros, it would appear to be virtually unobtainable 
at any cost for racing events. NORRA rep, Ed 
Pearlman, stated that the motorcycle portion of the 
Baja is covered but only because it is a part of the 
auto race; were it solely a motorcycle race he could 
not obtain coverage. Chairman Harris noted the 
extreme difficulties that he has had. obtaining 
coverage for his park. Some alternatives were 
presented, notably by Ron Sloan, but they would 
appear to be inadequate to meet existing law. The 
solicitor was quite adament that the United States 
must be protected from suit arising from actions by a 
Special Use Permit holder. At the present time the 
situation appears to be stalemate. The BLM cannot 
relinquish the insurance requirement and the clubs 
cannot obtain insurance. 

To explore other possibilities and gain some time, 
Ron Sloan proposed an investigation into the 
possibility of obtaining insurance with the results to 
go to Director Penny. Meanwhile other avenues of 
meeting the requirement of the law will be explored. 
Pending results of the investigation the insurance 
requirement will not be enforced. The section 
regarding the insurance was agreed to be 
unacceptable but no changes were proposed at this 
time. 

Page 7 started with physical conditions to be met 
by the permitee. These included spectator control, 
flagmen, toilets, trash recpticles, first aid and so on. 
Minor changes were made to this section. 

The next section concerned the fees to be paid, 
stipulating a use fee of 10% of the gross or $2 per 
head, which ever was greater. Many arguments were 
presented. It was noted that no fee is ever collected 
for the recreational use of public land but only for 
the use of improved facilities. The BLM countered 
with some example of permit fees (all commercial) 
and stated that the law required tham not only to 
charge a fee, but to charge a fee which is comensurate 
with the “market value” of the land as used for that 
purpose. It was in line with this concept that they 
came up with the $2.00 per head figure. They 
surveyed the motorcycle parks and took the lowest 
entry fee. It was noted that this fee was discrimatory, 
that a rider not entered in the event could ride 
exactly the same course and pay no fee. The Bureau 
countered with the distinction that it was charging 
the promoter a fee, not the individual entrant. The 
recreationists were singularly unimpressed by this 
Aristotilian distinction. It was propsed that a 
distinction be made between profit and non-profit 
organizations with either different fee schedules or a 
fee related to the net profit rather than to the gross. 
(No profit, no fee). The bureau was unreceptive to 
this idea as was NORRA chief Ed Pearlman who 
countered that the market value of the land was not 
changed by the fact that a different organization ran 
the event. It was noted that the Forest Service 
charges only a nominal fee to cover the extra cost of 
administration ($25 generally). A point was made 
that cyclists were going to be charged an additional 
fee from which they would accrue no value 
whatsoever. The money from the fee would not even 
remain in the District, but would go directly into the 
U.S. Treasury. > 

It soon became apparent that no agreement could 
be reached and the section was left as unacceptable 
but with no resolution for change. 

The last significant section contained. the 
requirement for written permission from adjacent 
landowners. It was noted that while permission is 
often relatively easy to obtain, that written 
permission is usually impossible due to the 
landowners fear of liability implications. It was noted 
that the Forest Service would accept an assurance 
that permissions had been obtained and a list of 
landowners contacted which they would then 
spot-check. The BLM agreed that they could legally 
live with this system and the regulation was modified 
to be so read. The phrase “written permission” was 
stricken. 

After the meeting was adjourned | spoke privately 
to Russ Penny. | asked him if the fee schedule would 
be reviewed. He said it would. | asked him if | could 
quote him to the effect that he felt it would be 
revised substantially downwards. His answer was a 
flat no. He expressed disappointment that the body 
had not come up with an appropriate fee suggestion 
and resolution. Quite obviously the group did not feel 
that any fee approaching the magnitude of what he 
had in mind was in order, necessary or desirable.

Kawasaki is probably going to sell a 
few. of their big-bore piston port 
motocrossers. That 500 class machine is 
not a 490. In fact, the actual 
displacement of the beast is one of the 
best kept secrets since Juan Ponce de 
Leon died without revealing the location 
of the Fountain of Youth. It is possible 
that there are several different 
displacement being experimented with 
utilizing similar cases. Current trackside 
speculation seems to favor a 
displacement of 390 to 400cc. 

The chance for someone other than 
Brad Lackey and John DeSoto to show 
up with one at the starting line may 
come next year. Although the AMA 
does not now require motocrossers to 
be production items, there is some 
thought that they may amend the rules at 
the Competition Congress this year. The 
amendment would be somthing similar 
to the Class C rule that there must be 
200 copies of the machine imported or 
manufactured here. 

With that in mind, the Kawasaki R 
and D people are going ahead and 
producing 200 of them. This will mean 
that they are very limited production 
items like the Kawasaki H1-R or 
Yamaha road racers. The engine and 
wheel hubs will be manufactured in 
Japn, but the rest of the machine will be

September 17 isgoing tobe abig day for 
the competition wing of Kawasaki Motor 
Corporation. On that day, riders from 
both of their American teams will 
compete in major European events. The 
road racers, Team Hansen, will enter the 
Race of the Year at Mallory Park in 
England, and Brad Lackey will represent 
the motocross contingent at the Trophee 
des Nations in Holland. 

The Race of the Year is shaping up to 
be just that: the race of the year. With the 
cancellation of the AMA National 
scheduled for that day, some our top 
riders will be there banging fairings with 
Europe’s top riders. Kawasaki will send 
Yvon DuHamel and Gary Nixon over 
with their machines and tuners and Paul 
Smart will meet Hurley Wilvert with his 
Seeley-framed machine there. Paul is 
trying to convince Gary to try the Seeley 
and his having another one made up. It 
might decide something about whether 
English riders are just Anglo-freaks in 
their preference for frame design or 
whether the English frames are really that 
much better than what other builders can 
muster. 

Along with the Kawasaki wrecking 
crew we can also expect to see the road 
racing mighties from Harley-Davidson: 
Cal Rayborn and Mark Brelsford. 
BSA-Triumph will have some of its 
Yankee heavies on hand also, and the 
likeliest ones are Dick Mann and Gene 
Romero. 

The Americans (an Paul Smart, a 
Briton riding for an American Team) will 
face Europe’s best. The ace English 
scratchers will all attend. Jarno Saarinen, 
who just won the 250cc World 
Championship, will be on hand. 

The question seems to be: What is 
Agostini going to do? The 350 and 500cc 
World Champion's boss, Count Agusta, 
decided that he didn’t want the 500 ro 
race against the 750’s. Ago solved that by 
persuading the County to build the 750 
for these meetings. Then the Italian FIM 
affiliate threw a Vespa in the works by 
scheduling a national race, cancelled 
earlier in the year, for September 17. 

Now, the Italian association issues 
Giacomo Agostini’s license and supplies 
him with lots of money races, and they 
will take away his license if he enters 
another race on the same day that they 
are holding one of theirs. Ago is working 
on the problem now. 

Lord, with some luck Mike Hailwood 
might even be persuaded to try on his 
leathers again. But that’s stretching it.

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Pill-Popping and Performance

The high flying racer, feeling good. 


- You have seen him. He is the one with 


the dialated pupils, pale skin and a 
slightly discernable tremor of his hands. 
His body systems are up. His pulse is 
rapid and his heart is throbbing in his 
throat. His tongue is dry and his mouth 
is full of cotton. He has an unrealistic 
feeling of urgency and frustration. Is he 
high on the race or could he be high on 
something else? 

If it is that “something else”, it 
would be one of the amphetamines 
commonly known as whites, uppers, 
bennies or speed. Does he realize that 
recent studies in human beings indicate 
that after the administration of 
amphetamines the level of sugar in the 
blood will be lower than normal? The 
importance of proper blood sugar levels 
in obtaining maximal performance will 
be thoroughly explained in a subsequent 
article; however, briefly, the maximal 
endurance a racer can obtain in directly 
related to the amount of sugar in the 
form of body fuel (Glycogen) he is able 
to store in his muscles. 

It is easy to see that if-you lower 
your blood sugar level, there is no way 
you can store the maximum glycogen in 
your muscles. 

Regardless’ of what the individual 
states, there is no documented evidence 
of amphetaxmines improving 
performance. Control studies with 
weight lifters proved absolutely no assist 
from amphitamines.

Unfortunately, the placebo effect of 
amphetamines is very strong and it is 
difficult to convince the user that it is a 
false type of strength.

There is no denying that amphetamines 
give one a mental push; however, if by 
taking the drug the body fuel is 
depleted, you have lost the race before 
you start, . 

A point to remember is that recently 
the amphetamines were reclassified by 
the Federal Drug Administration and 
placed in the same category as hard 
narcotics. So if you are busted as a user 
you have exposed yourself (and your 
can also be arrested for that) to some 
rather stiff penalties. 

In regards to steroids; Winstrol, 
Maxebolin, Dianabol, etc. there is noted 
weight gain; however, the gain is mostly 
fluid retention and increased weight 
gain does not necessarily lead to 
increased strength. 

I do not believe it is necessary to 
discuss barbiturates and hard narcotics 
because I doubt that the Personality of 
a racer is compatible with the needs of 
those who use these drugs. 

Grass, of course, is a depressant and 
no advantage when competing. One 
would do well to remember also that 
the effects of pot will remain in the 
body for several weeks, slowing reflexes 
and thinking processes.

SACRAMENTO, CALIF., Aug. 18, 
1972 — A “victory wheelie” that 
backfired cost Alan Christian a Scratch 
Main event win and left Joe Henry the 
winner in a bitterly controversial race. 

Problems with the run started 
immediately when Henry and Carl 
Cranke jumped the start but managed to 
halt their bikes before breaking the 
tape. As they pulled their Jawas back, 
however, the bottom tape broke and 
referee Ray Vatny blackflagged Cranke 
before starting the heat. 

While Cranke protested vigorously in 
the infield, the face went on and 
Christian jumped to an impressive 
10-yard lead. On the last lap, however, 
Christian apparently let his feelings get 
the best of him and he wheelied just 
short of the finish line. 

Instead of crossing the line, he 
flipped and his bike shot over the mark 
ahead of him and he slid across on two 
knees and an Bell Star. 

Henry finished right behind him and 
was awarded first place because 
Christian was not riding his bike where 
he crossed the finishing line. 

The infield was immediately filled 
with protesting fans and racers arguing 
about the decisions to blackflag Cranke 
and award the race to Henry. 

Cranke argued that it was impossible 
to tell if the tape was broken by his bike 
or by Henry’s — a position many fans 
agreed with. But Vatny’s decision stood 
and track officials said the referree had 
no choice since the rules clearly called 
for somebody to be ousted when tape 
was broken. 

Officials noted that Vatny has been 
popular with the riders so far because he 
has no hesitation about enforcing the 
rules and has been particularly tough on 
dangerous riding. The referre can't win. 

The handicap main was less 
controversial, but saw some better 
riding. Stu Morley led the pack for five 
laps as they ran under a blanket almost 
all the way. Morley nipped Henry for 
the win with Rich MacMurray coming 
from the 40-yard line for third. 

Dale Stetler, who has gone from the 
second division to a 20-yard first 
division handicap in three weeks, was 
the favorite to win the handicap main 
but instead had to watch from the 
sideline when his bike dropped a chain 
on the starting line. 

All was not lost for Christian, despite 
the scratch main event spill. He set a 
new Expo Track record of 11.9 seconds, 
a full half-second under the old record 
held by Jim Doron. 

Christian did it the hard way. He 
forgot to turn on his fuel during his first 
shot at the record and had to restart. 
The young Reno rider ignored his 
embarrasment and set the record on his

LONDON, Aug. 3, 1972 — The 1972 
British Final of the World Speedway 
Championship has been won by Ivan 
Mauger. The Kiwi super-star scored 14 
immaculate points in a fiercely 
contested meeting at the Coventry 
speedway, England last night (August 2). 

Second was veteran English test hero, 
Nigel Boocock (12 points), and third 
was another New Zealander, Barry 
Briggs (11 points). Both Briggs and 
Mauger are well known to Californian 
speedway fans following their 
end-of-season appearances at Costa Mesa 
and other speedways in recent years. 

The top five riders in the British 
Championship qualified for the World 
Final at the Empire Stadium, Wembley 
in September. Joining Mauger, 
Boocock and Briggs are John Louis 
(England) and Eric Boocock (England), 
younger brother of Nigel. Reserve will 
be Jimmy McMillan (Scotland). 
McMillan has also ridden in California — 
last year with the European team. 

Louis, the new sensation of British 
speedway, tied on points with Briggs 
and was unlucky to lose the run-off for 
third place. He was leading Briggs when 
he experienced machine trouble. 

Now the captain of First Division, 
Ipswich, here in England, Louis is 
regarded as one of Britain’s real hopes 
for international honors in the next few 
years. 

At Coventry, Louis defeated all but 
the very top stars and was worthy of a 
place on the orstrum, 

MAUGER DEFIES INJURIES 

Ivan Mauger, British Champion for 
the fourth time and the third successive 
year, won the title the hard way — 
battling against painful injuries. Mauger 
rode with one wrist in plaster and the 
other heavily strapped following the 
discovery of two fractured scaphoids as 
the result of his crash in Sweden in the 
World Best Pairs Championship. 

Mauger shrugged off the disabilities 
and, aided by pain-killing injections, 
scythed through the top class field of 
British and Commonweath riders with

incredible ease. He suffered only one 
defeat during the meeting — at the 
hands of a flying Eric Boocock 
(England) in his second last race. 

Boocock, rated an outsider, sped 
from the tapes (the only time during the 
evening that Mauger was beaten into the 
first corner) and proceeded to thwart 
the New Zealander’s every move. 

It was a classic race with the crowd 
duly acclaiming both riders — 
particularly Boocock who was very 
much the underdog. Despite the 
injuries, Mauger looked sharper than he 
did at this time last year and must now 
go into the World Final as favorite to 
pick up his fourth such Championship. 

His nearest rival, present World 
Champion Ole Olsen from Denmark, has 
yet to negotiate the final hurdle: the 
European Final in Poland which is to be 
held on September 3. Olsen should have 
little difficulty in qualifying for 
Wembley, however, and the destination 
of the crown this year will more than 
likely rest on the outcome of his 
long-awaited clash with Mauger. 

Mauger is renowned for his rapid 
starting ability and, overall, seems to be 
slightly more determined and consistent 
than the ruthless Dane. But Olsen’s 
done it before — from the back, too — 
SO... 
Mauger's New Zealand pal, Barry 
Briggs, four times a World Champion in 
past years, had qualified for yet another 
World Final after also battling against 
the odds. Briggs rode in the British 
Championship sore and battered after a 
nasty crash in the  Inter-Nations 
Tournament against Australia a month 


O. 

Barry’s third placing was something 
of a surprise and must be a particularly 
menacing omen for anyone at Wembley 
who might have fancied their chances 
against the Kiwi ace. 

The third Kiwi in the line-up, Ronnie 
Moore, failed to make any impression in 
the meeting and finished with a dismal 
two point total. Moore is therefore 
eliminated from the World 
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Championship chase this year — the first 
time he has failed to qualify for a World 
Final since his ‘comeback’ to British 
League racing in 1969. 

After the meeting Moore, twice a 
World Champion and still one of the 
craftiest track technicians in the game, 
announced his intention to retire at the 
end of the season. 

Other failures at Coventry, along with 
Moore, were highly fancied Australian 
Garry Middleton and his countryman, 
John Boulger. 

Both riders, from Adelaide, South 
Australia, were capable of so much but 


big night nerves affected their 
performances. 
Middleton turned in one of his 


poorest meetings of the season to finish 
with only four points. He seemed 
totally unsettled and over-awed by the 
occasion. 

Boulger was a different story and can 
be counted as a little unlucky not to 
have qualified. 

The other two Wembley qualifiers, 
brothers Nigel and Eric Boocock, are 
among the few world class speedway 
riders who have yet to visit the United 
States. Both are veterans of the 
European and Australasian circuits and 
are seasoned World Final competitors. 
Nigel Boocock qualified for his first 
Final as far back as 1956 and is still 
going strong. During the British meeting 
at Coventry he was one of the danger 
men, seizing the most unexpected 
points. 

His younger brother, Eric, was not 
expected to qualify and indeed, just 
scraped through after a run-off with 
diminutive Scotsman, Jimmy McMillan. 

Amongst the non-qualifiers were 
Terry Betts and Ray Wilson, currently 
rated as England’s number one rider and 
the man most likely to bring glory to 
the Home Country. Wilson’s demise was 
one of the real shocks of the meeting as 
he was considered one of only two 
riders certain to make Wembley — the 
other being Ivan Mauger. 

Betts rode solidly throughout the 
meeting but just missed out by one 
point.

Shaw, who is honeymooning in 
Northern California with his new bride, 
the former Pamela Bast, edged John 
Cunningham for the win.

Sorry to have been off the writing 
scene for a while, but things have been 
so darn hectic here in England lately 
that it’s been a full-time job trying to 
get the racing going right. Bikes that go 
bang in the night, injuries and so on...it 
has been a rugged year for Briggo. 

Still, I’m a sucker for motorcycles 
as I discovered after taking a break 
recently. Because of all the problems 
which had been heaping up, I decided to 
take a fortnight’s break and consider my 
racing future. But a few days in the 
Spanish sun and I was keen to go again. 

Unfortunately, it wasn’t long before 
I was taking another break, an enforced 
one this time, after pranging in a Test 
match at Belle Vue, Manchester. It’s a 
fast quarter miler and one of the 
quickest in Britain. John Langfield 
(Australia) got out of control and I was 
carted into the fence at 70 mph. No 
joke. 

The boys reckoned it was one of 
the worst-looking accidents on 
speedway for years but fortunately all I 
got was a series of bumps and bangs, a 
black eye and damaged ligaments in the 
right knee. * 

Sounds painful, maybe — it was 
enough to keep me off for three weeks 
anyway — but it could have been worse. 
I was lucky. 

Worse things happen at sea though. 
Now I’m wondering about my next 
States visit and the changed formula 
should make it interesting this year. 
Those 250’s don’t suit me so much and 
after Houston and Daytona 1 decided 
definitely not to go to Santa Fe Park for 
the National Championship event for 
the first time in three years. 

Unless I was able to spend a lot of 
time finding and testing a suitable bike I 
wouldn’t see myself as being able to 
compete on the terms I want.

type for my crazy style. 

Enough of me for a bit. It was good 
to see some great road racing 
performances from blokes like Cal 
Rayborn. He surely showed the short 
circuit boys a thing or two. 

I am looking forward to the same 
thing happening on the speedway and 
1000 meter long track events when the 
U.S. men are in these, to make them 
real genuine World Championship 
events. 

There’s a big storm going on at the 
moment over nitro. A Russian called 
Gordeey was banned after traces of 
nitro had been found in his tank after 
he’d got fourth in the 1971 World Final 
in speedway at Gothenburg, Sweden. 
But through all the eastern” bloc 
qualifying rounds that name keeps 
cropping up again — rumor is that it’s 
his brother, but I have my doubts. 

This nitro business has got silly 
because the F.I.M. have banned it for 
major events. Yet it is still being freely 
used in domestic meetings. I cannot see 
why it should be outlawed anyway. 

I heard that some American boys 
are coming over here soon and that 
there might be some doubt about 
whether they’re F.I.M. sanctioned. The 
powers, governing world speedway and 
other associated forms of racing will 
have to get their house in order because 
we have enough diplomatic incidents as 
it is! 

On my own front, now that various 
injuries are getting better, I’d like to feel 
that my racing luck was going to get 
better as well. Naturally when you're 
down everything seems to go wrong, 
and vice versa when you’re up. 

I reckon I’ve had more bad breaks 
in the last 18 months than in the 
previous 18 years put together but you 
just have to grin and be philosophical if 
possible. 

If our next big speedway event, the 
British Final, of the world 
championship, goes ok, then Briggs will 
be smiling.

Dimex Moto Imports continue to 
build interest with their weekly 
contingency cash prize awards, while 
Corbett and Byars contributed their 
share of excitement by. dueling for.the 
lead and the checkered in both 250 


Mains, Taking the lead on the first lap 
of the TT feature, Corbett was closely 
pursued by Byars and his Beeville Cycle 
Shop-sponsored Yamaha from Texas. 
Although making futile attempts to get 
under Corbett in the turns, Byars did 
make the race interesting as he clearly 
displayed his dissatisfaction in running 
second. 

Byars made it close as he closed 
ground on Corbett on the final lap, but 
still finished second ahead of “Super 
Mex”, Brian Garcia, a junior trailing 
both senior riders and who promises to 
make it hot for the leading shoes in the 
very near future as he picks up 
experience on the short track oval.

Two laps from the finish, the most 
disappointed rider had to be Jeff Wiles, 
who up to that time was holding third 
on his Yamaha until a contact brush 
with fast closing Chuck Hatcher (Bul) 
stalled Wiles’ machine.

Santa Fe Short Track National

HINSDALE, ILL., Aug. 18, 1972 — A 
broken coil bracket, a sticking 
compression release and a flawless ride 
put Ossa rider Barry Gerald of Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana in the winner’s circle 
at the Santa Fe Short Track National. 

Mike Kidd was the victim of the 
broken coil bracket, a blow that quieted 
Kidd's Bultaco only nine laps away 
from victory. 

The malfunctioning compression 
release was the downfall of pre-race 
favorite, Robert E. Lee. Seeking his 
second National win at Santa Fe, Lee 
spent four laps in the pits disconnecting 
the release; then returned to action to 
wrestle his Ossa for the remaining laps. 

Mike Kidd put on a quick claim to 
fast Expert time knocking four seconds 
off fast time of Wednesday night’s 
prelim. Lee, apparently trying some 
psych tactics, calmly went about this 
race preparation content to be the last 
rider to qualify; turning fourth fastest. 

The clay quarter-mile at Santa Fe is 
hard and fast but without any one 
special groove. The riders experimented 
in the tums, going high, low or staying 
in the middle with no one rider taking 
the same line twice. Passing took skill, 
too. Charge too hard on the straight and 
you risked being shut off in the turns 
taking your chances with the wall. Play 
it safe and the heat was as far as you 
got. 

Harley riders Mark Brelsford, Mert 
Lawwill, Cal Rayborn, Dave Sehl and 
Larry Darr got the heat race blues, along 
with Mike Haney (Yam), Frank 
Gillespie (Yam) and Neil Keen (Kaw). 

A slight malfunction of the starter’s 
stand caused a red flag of lap one of the 
first Expert Semi. On the restart, it was 
Gerald, Kidd, and Beauchamp into turn 
one. Beauchamp went high, finding 
himself ninth with seven laps to work 
his way back. Bart Markel, running sixth 
and charging on lap three, found himself 
shut out going into turn three and laid it 
down to avoid a crash, ending up 
slightly shaken. 

Beauchamp put himself right back in 
the race by lap five behind fifth place 
“Frenchie” LeBlanc. In the back of the 
pack, Aldana (Oss), Scott (Ric), Keener 
(H-D), Chuck Palmgren (Bul) and Dick 
Mann (Ric) were watching their transfer 
chances grow slimmer on each lap. Kidd 
and Gerald battled to the flag. 

Darryl Hurst (Oss) led flag to flag in 
Semi two with the action focused on 
the duel between Robert E. Lee and 
Don Castro for second. -Lee led the first 
four laps with Castro moving ahead for

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the last four. John Skinner (Bul) settled 
into a safe fourth while Jim Rice and 
Gene Romero moved up lap by lap to 
capture the last transfer spots. 

Three time Santa Fe winner Gary 
Nixon (Bul) led the list of casualties 
with Al Kenyon (Bul), Keith Mashburn 
(Yam), Charlie Seale (Bul), Dave 
Atherton (Oss), and Ron Kemper (Bul) 
joining the sideline spectators.

Don Castro pulled a hole shot on the 
field only to find himself broadsliding 
the outside groove while Kidd, Gerald, 
Hurst and Lee dove underneath. Kidd 
and Gerald remained glued together, 
wheel to wheel, for the first seven laps 
until Kidd began to open a slight lead. 

Castro, Roberts, Hurst and Chapple 
began a terrific duel for third place on 
lap eight following each other in a line 
with Rex Beauchamp, Jim Rice, 
“Frenchie” LeBlanc and Gene Romero 
stringing out. 

John Skinner was the first race 
casualty with Lee following on lap ten 
for a four lap unscheduled stop. 

Kidd coasted to a stop on the back 
straight on lap 17 and dejectedly sat 
there as his chance for a National 
victory disappeared with a broken coil 
bracket. 

It took Ossa-mounted Barry Gerald 
only a split second to realize that he was 
eight laps from his first National 
victory, and he poured it on. Darryl 
Hurst sensed the chance and 
immediately, picked off third place Ken 
Roberts in turn three. Roberts pressured 
Hurst to the flag but could not get 
around while Castro ran out of laps 
behind Gerald. Rex Beauchamp made 
good his hope to “beat a few ring-dings”’ 
and finished fifth ahead of Jim Rice. 

The winner’s circle belonged to a 
jubilant Gerald while Kidd stood in the 
pits looking as though the world had 
disintegrated, exclaiming “I can’t 
believe it. It’s heartbreaking.” 


JUNIOR FINAL 

Mike Johnson (Oss) added his name 
to the list of Junior winners this season, 
narrowly beating Ted Poovey (Bul) to 
the checkers in the ten lap final. 

Don Wiley (Yam) was first off the 
line followed by Johnson and Poovey 
with Johnson taking the lead on the 
back chute. Poovey got by on lap two as 
Rawls (Bul) moved into third just a 
shadow out of first. 

Johnson regained the lead of lap five, 
but could not shake Poovey and Rawls. 
Fred Smith (Yam) and fast Junior 
qualifier, Gary Horton, had a duel going 
for fourth while Dale Furst (Oss) and 
Dave Sawhill (Yam) closed in behind. 

Rawls: remained within a few bike 
lengths of first until lap eight when his 
engine quit, letting Fred Smith into 
third ahead of a fast closing Gary 
Horton, Then it was Furst, Wiley and 
Sawhill, remaining in position to the 
flag.

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A Beginner’s Guide to Enduros

Been thinking about riding your first 
enduro? Read on, this article is for you! 

Getting ready to ride an enduro can 
be broken down into three basic 
functions. Bike preparation, rider 
preparation, and supplies. 

Bike preparation: It doesn’t matter 
how good of a rider you are, if your 
bike is not running properly you won’t 
finish. So make sure the bike is in good 
tune. This includes points adjusted, 
timing set, plug gapped properly and oil 
changed if you are riding a four stroke. 
Replace any parts if needed. Lubricate 
and adjust the chain and all cables 
preferably with a special chain lube 
available at all cycle shops. If you have 
grease fittings, buy a small grease gun 
and lube reguarly. Clean your air filter. 
If you have a paper filter it would be 
better to replace it with the Filtron type 


which offers superior filtering, 
especially in dust. 
Check your tires for wear and 


pressure. If your bike is equipped with 
street tires spring for a set of trials or 
knobbys. Street tires just don’t hack it 
in the dirt. Adjust and wire your spokes 
together where they cross. This will 
strengthen them and prevent a spoke 
from flopping around if it breaks. 
Tighten all nuts and bolts and use 
Loc-tite to keep them from vibrating 
loose. 

Most enduros require at least a 
muffler or silencer and some require a 
spark arrester. Check the event 
requirements and be sure your bike is 
equipped properly. To be serious about 
enduros your bike should be equipped 
with a reset type speedometer. A lot of 
bikes don’t, though, as they are just out 
for the finishing pin. 

Rider Preparation: Try and be in at 
least fair physical condition. During the 
week get out on a bicycle and ride for a 
few miles or jog a couple of miles a 
week. Since our local enduros are 
usually held in the desert be prepared 
for hot riding especially in the summer. 
Wear loose fitting clothing and buy a 
good helmet, boots, and gloves. Take 
one or two canteens of water or 
Gatorade along. You would be surprised

at the number of riders who ride an 
enduro or race without taking any water 
along. This is a NO NO! You can mount 
the canteens on your bike or carry them 
on your belt. If you opt for the belt I 
would recommed the plastic canteens 
over the aluminum in case you fall — 
much easier on the hip bone. 

Supplies: Parts to take along should 
include spare plugs, tire repair kit, a 
small hand pump, or get a kit that 
includes a couple of CO2 cartridges 
which will blow up a tire each. I’ve also 
seen advertised a mini-pump that screws 
into your spark plug hole, and, by 
operating your kick starter, it will pump 
up your tire. 1 don't know how they 
work but it seems like a good idea. 

Also include a couple of master 
links, tools that come with the bike, a 
small roll of duct tape (it will fix almost 
anything), a couple of small tire irons, 
and my favorite, a tube of GE Silicone 
Seal. This stuff will even repair a leaky 
gas tank and is almost as good as Loc-tite 
in keeping nuts from vibrating loose. 

Now you're asking where you are 
going to carry all this stuff. It’s best to 
use a canvas bag to carry it all. Check 
your local army surplus store for one 
that will suit you best, and secure it 
firmly to your bike. Bring along a good 
wristwatch so you can check your pace 
from checkpoint to checkpoint. 

Your bike is ready, tools and parts 
packed and loaded, and you are in 
shape, now what? Pick an enduro that 
will offer terrain and times that you, as 
a beginner, can cope with. At first stick 
with organizations such as URA, SRA 
and such. They are Beginner and Novice 
oriented. Do not ride a AMA District 37 
enduro right off the bat. They are 
usually pretty hard for a beginner to 
complete. 

It would take a complete article to 
go into the timekeeping required in an 
enduro but my suggestion is to look 
around the pits and locate a rider who 
has a hat full of enduro finisher pins and 
ask him to explain how. Believe me, 
motorcycle riders are the friendliest 
people in the world and they will go out 
of their way to help a beginner out. 

So, armed with this basic advice, all 
you have to do is get out and do it! 
Have fun!

A few weeks ago I wrote an article 
on the subject of the selection of the 
ISDT teams. In it I criticized rather 
strongly the selection of Puch as the 
mount for the Vase “B” team. I was not 
surprised, therefore, when I received a 
call from Ted Lapadakis, president of 
Hercules Distributing Company. Ted’s 
company distributes Puch in the 
Western states. I expected that I was in 
for a bad time. 

My fears seemed well-founded, at 
first. The second person I encountered 
at Hercules (the first was their pretty 
receptionist) was Paul Hunt, who was 
armed to the teeth with statistics 
showing that Puch had actually done 
quite well at the last Six Days, taking 
three gold medals and a first place in the 
125 class. I countered with the fact that 
the Americans had fallen flat on Puch, 
with four non-finishers out of four 
entrants. Impasse. 

In my article, I quoted Don Woods as 
saying that only American Puch and 
Yankee offered to supply bikes and 
support for the Vase “B” team. This 
appears to be untrue. Ted produced a 
copy of a letter from his files that was 
sent to the AMA way back in January 
of 1971 offering ISDT support. The 
letter was never answered. In fairness, 
Don Woods was not working for the 
AMA at that time and may well have 
been unaware of the existence of the 
letter. Nevertheless, the AMA did have 
at least one other offer. 

Ted was not concerned with my 
remarks about Puch. He wanted to 
discuss his ideas about how the 
American ISDT team should be 
managed. As will be evident that he is 
out of touch with some of the most 
recent developments. Neither of these 
points is important. What is important is 
that he has had a great deal of 
experience both as a sponsor and a 
competitor and has raised some critical 
questions. He has also suggested some 
novel and, in some cases, very 
worthwhile solutions to some of the 
problems we face. 

From a letter dated January 19, 
1972, addressed to Mr. Dave Walsh, 
American Motorcycle Association, 
Westerville, Ohio. 


Also, there is one other point that | would 
like to bring to your attention; that is, in the 
past years we have been actively sending 
teams over and participating in the ISDT. Due 
to an over work load plus a short notice, we 
were forced to not participate last year in the 
Isle of Man. However, we would again be 
willing to send teams over and participate in 
the Six Days, and would very much like to 
talk to somebody regarding the organizing of 
the American Six Days team for 1972. 1 will 
be returning to the factories that we represent 
by the first of February. They have already 
committed to me regarding their willingness 
to participate in the Czechoslovakian Six 
Days. The only thing is now that | must 
notify them and give them enough time so 
they may properly build some genuine Six 
Day motorcycles for our riders. Besides their 
willingness to supply us with motorcycles, 
they also will back us up with whatever 
assistance we will need in regards to parts, 
mechanics, vans, and other help that might be 
needed.

RON: Let me get a little background, 
because you participated in three Trials, 
and those were in Germany... 

TED: Well, actually in two Trials. I 
participated in the one in Italy, San 
Pelegrino, and the one held in Garmisch. 
Our teams participated in the one held 
in Spain in 1970. We didn’t participate 
at the Isle of Man mainly because we 
were busy and weren’t asked to 
participate. 

RON: What would you say was the 
most difficult Trial? 

TED: The toughest Six Days that was 
held was San Pelegrino. The rest of the 
Six Days in Europe were candy 
compared to the ones in Italy. You talk 
to anybody. Al Rogers rode that one 
and only lost four points. He was the 
talk of the Six Days. He wasn’t in any 
kind of shape and he got smashed for 
two nights at the beginning of the thing, 
you know how he is, and he just walked 
through the damn thing. 

Bob Ewing, who was an older guy, 
did pretty well on that one too. At 
Garmisch, the guys were excellent. Al 
Baker lost his gold because his choke 
went on and he didn’t realize it. He kept 
trying to start his bike and by the time 
he got it on, he lost two points and lost 
his gold that way. Preston Petty lost his

Spanish Trial, Steve Hurd, Preston Petty 
and Gene Cannady lost their golds by 
flukes. Cannady lost his gold because an 
East German delayed him at a 
checkpoint and he didn’t protest it. 
He’d have had a gold if he’d protested in 


Spain. 
RON: Have you ever been to 
Czechoslovakia? 


TED: No. I might stop in this year and 
see what it’s like. It should be a little 
more difficult than the Isle of Man. It 
should be more like Garmisch was. Not 
so many rocks, but a lot of mud and 
roots and things like that. Nice trails. 
RON: Historically, when our riders have 
gone over to Europe they haven't 
received much support from MZ, CZ, 
and so on, have they? 

TED: You're absolutely right. They 
haven't. Our Hercules people never gave 
us support, our Puch people never gave 
us support, Husqvarna never gave us 
support; CZ never gave us support; MZ 
never gave us support. They gave us 
their worst equipment. 1 told Hercules 
and Puch last year, “I'm through with 
that kind of business. If I put a team 
together, I want the same kind of 
equipment that your riders are riding.” 
They agreed to do it this year. Puch said 
we'll give you the same equipment that 
our riders are riding. DKW said we'll 
build you special bikes for the Six Days 
for your riders. We could have entered 
two factory-supported teams with the 
best equipment that’s available, but we 
didn’t qualify. Our offer of help was 
ignored by the AMA. What kind of a Six 
Day team do you think you’re going to 
have unless you get support from 
manufacturers? 

RON: Well, we’ve got a good team in 
the Pentons. I think that with the 
possible exception of Carl Cranke, we’ve 
got some of the best riders in the 
country on that team. 

TED: They’re good riders. 

RON: The Husqvarna “A” team is 
probably as good as we're likely to get, 
given the existing situation. Granted it 
would be nice to have MZ. and those 
guys, but they aren't goint to give us 
support. 


- TED: No, they aren't. 


RON: So we're left with Husky that will 
support. And Yankee. 1 don't know 
what kind of support Puch is going to 
give us this year. 

TED: 1 don't know either. That's all 
John's (Penton) stuff. The last two 
years John's made up the Puch team. 
That's all his doing. We haven't been 
involved in it. In fact, I’ve 
recommended that they don’t 
participate, but he’s made up this year’s 
team. He made up last year’s team at 
the last minute because we rejected it. 
Last year the Puchs were just stock 
bikes. There was no reason for riding 
them. They shouldn’t even have been on 
those bikes. No reason to be on them. 
The factory didn’t begin to prepare 
them. It was a last minute thing and 
they threw junk in them. That doesn’t 
do anybody any good. They go over 
there and waste their time is all. 

These American riders get on these 
bikes and do so badly and then you turn 
around and see who won the 125 class 
last year. Puch. Who got second and 
third in the 175 class? Puch did. They 
just about dominated the small bike 
category. Then all of a sudden our riders 
are on this other stuff and you know 
damn well they didn't have anything 
worth a darn to ride. They gave them 
old, used bikes that were worse than 
stock bikes. This year they told me 
(recently) that they were going to 
prepare bikes just like bikes that their 


“doing ta bav Tsad, no, Pra; 


just not organized and not ready to 
participate this year. But John again has 
entered another team on Puch. 

RON: He's had really excellent support 
for his Penton team in all these 
qualifiers, but the Puchs that he’s 
sponsored have done zilch in the 
qualifiers. So, I don’t know why he’s 
got a Puch team in there. That makes no 
sense to me. Ted — I don’t understand 
why he’s doing it, either. 

RON: If you got a team next year, 
would you mount them on Sachs or on 
Puch? 

TED: DKW’s, probably, and Puch. It 
depends how many guys we sponsored. 
We might make a split team of it. 

RON: Was Hercules invited to 
participate in the 1971 ISDT at all? 
TED: They did call us at the last minute 
and ask us to furnish bikes. That fellow 
from the AMA, Mike Vancil, called us. 
But it was too late to prepare bikes at 
that point. You’ve got to give your 
factories a lot of time to prepare these 
bikes for the Six Days because they’re 
not production bikes. You can’t take a 
production bike and adapt it. It’s pretty 
difficult to be competitive over there at 
best, and you should build special bikes 
to be competitive. Another thing, we 
can no way be competitive in the way 
they’re picking the riders. 

RON: Would you describe the way that 
you feel the teams should be selected? 
TED: Okay. First of all, you’ve got to 
understand that the Six Days is a 
professional type of event. We might be 
amateurs here in this country, but in no 
way are the people from the Iron 
Curtain countries amateurs. They’re all 
professional people. They work at this 
every day of the year. They’re trained 
and they come prepared with the best 
equipment. They come prepared with 
bands and teams of helpers and service 
areas so that if the bike breaks down 
out there they can completely service it, 
which, incidentally, is illegal. But the 
cheating goes on amongst everybody. 
Not only do you need a properly 
trained rider in good physical condition, 
but you also need a machine that’s 
properly maintained. Then you also 
need a good pit crew that can cheat real 
well to win the Six Days. This is an 
accepted thing I think you probably 
know about. 

RON: I think this is pretty common 
knowledge. 

TED: This is something that I really 
object to in the Six Days. I don’t think 
it’s right. Either follow the rules and 


don’t cheat, or lay it open and let the- 


guys repair their bikes as they break 
down. You know, like we do here in the 
Baja. You break down, you have a 
helicopter flya a part in. That's part of 
the team effort. 

RON: To play devil's advocate, it seems 
like qualifying rounds would be the 
natural way to select your best riders, to 
simulate the actual event and see who 
comes out on top. 

TED: Here's what's wrong. First of all, 
qualifiers are not the just way of doing 
it because primarily all our riders are 
amateur. Our country’s do damn large 
and you have all these qualifying events. 
How does one rider who’s working, who 
has a family, who is a weekend 
enthusiast who can probably scrape 
enough money together to go to the Six 
Days, how does that man hit all these 
qualifying events? Who supports him in 
all the qualifying events? Who's going to 
give him a special bike just to qualify in 
these events? 

RON: Again playing devil's advocate, 
there are at least two riders who only 
made the events in their area and are 
now onithe team i1 18014:

TED: Yeah, right. Now this brings up 
another point. Originally the riders had 
to hit all these events in order to 
qualify. They didn't say that all you had 
to do was to to one event to qualify. 
Consequently, a lot of guys didn't even 
participate in the qualifiers. The 
announcement of the qualifications and 
you would qualify and what you had to 
do to qualify wasn't clear to everybody. 
I think the reason some of these riders 
who only went to one event qualified is 
because the qualifications were a 
complete failure. Nobody showed up to 
ride. Many of the good riders didn’t go 
to these qualifying events. They didn’t 
support the qualifying events. 

RON: Well, we did have rather 
substantial support from Penton, 
Husqvarna, and the Yankee team. 

TED: Yeah, but Penton, Husqvarna and 
your Yankee teams are your weakest 
teams in the Six Days. The strong guys 
at the Six Days are CZ, MZ, 
Fichel-Sachs of the Hercules works, 
Simmons, and Steyr-Daimler-Puch. 
These are the strong guys. Husqvarna 
has always failed at the Six Days. Their 
bikes haven't been right. Penton just last 
year qualified fiarly well at the Six Days 
because they got fourth overall. But you 
know damn well they*d never got fourth 
overall without rebuilding Lars 
Larsson’s bike. They had to give him a 
bike to go around a couple of times 
while they rebuilt his bike. You know 
that as well as I do. I grant you that 
Penton has got a couple of good riders 
on his bikes and their bikes are good 
bikes. I’m not saying anything against 
them, But, in the past Six Days the 
frames have been breaking, they’ve been 
falling apart, and they had to have a 
complete service garage out there. 
That's the only way they're ever been 
able to finish. 

Husqvarna at San Pelegrino never did 
anything. At Garmisch they didn't do 
any good, not only with our riders, but 
with the European riders. In Spain they 
didn't do any good. This is a team effort 
and the people that really do well are 
MZ, Jawa, and the CZ people. Puch has 
done excellently and Hercules at the 
Nuremberg works (who in the past were 
the Sachs-DKW-Hercules group) haven't 
done too badly. Now, individual 
performances have been put in by 
certain riders like Lars Larsson riding a 
Husky and maybe a rider will come out 
with an Ossa and do well and the 
individual private entries on Bultacos 
will do well. But you look back at the 
results of the last few years and you'll 
see who the guys are that have been 
winning. E 

In the information that came over 
here this year, for instance, all we heard 
about was Penton, fourth overall. Okay, 
that’s fine for our team, but there's no 
information as to who really did well of 
each country really. I mean, it wasn’t in 
any depth. 

RON: CZ is one of the tops. We’ve got a 
CZ team over there this year. 

TED: Three of our DKW ridrs: Preston 
Petty, Steve Hurd, and Gene Cannady, 
are on CZ. 

RON: With Cannady, Hurd, and Petty, 
you've certainly got one of the best 
teams that has been put together. and 
with a promise from Hercules that they 
would build you bikes, wouldn’t this...? 
TED: Yeah, but we didn’t know they’d 
be qualified. We didn't know we'd be 







picked. 
RON: You didn’t know...? 
TED: We didn’t know what was 


happening. We didn’t know whether

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a qualifier. We knew Gene rode one 
qualifier. That’s all he róde. He rode~ 
that one up in Oregon. But as far as we 
knew, you had to ride a bunch of these 
qualifiers to qualify. Nobody told us 
that all you had to do is ride one. If we 
had known, we could have put a team 
up there in Oregon that would have just 
knocked their eyeballs out. 

But we didn’t do it. Gene rode 
another bike. Preston rode another bike. 
We didn’t have any of our guys on our 
bikes. We didn’t support them, 
primarily because we felt, heck, we 
can’t afford to get in all these qualifiers. 
There’s just no way a small company 
like ours can do it. 

RON: Penton, though, has a smaller 
company than yours and he has 
managed to field a full team, 

TED: Maybe he’s got more money than 
we have. 

RON: I would guess that this is also the 
case with Yankee. They’ve had a team 
in most of the qualifiers. 

TED: Well, Penton’s had a team in most 
of the qualifiers. He’s had all his boys 
there. Taking a family to all these things 
for experience is different from sending 
riders independently to all these events. 
How is Gene Cannady going to get away 
from the police department to go to all 
of these? How is Preston Petty going to 
get away from his business to go? How 
is Steve Hurd going to be able to leave 
his business to go to all these qualifiers?

being sponsored by their Dad, and then 
maybe he can put a couple of guys 
together from each section. He can do it 
that way. We can’t. I don’t have boys 
like that in my own family that I can 
take around in my van and tour the 
United States. We have to do it on a

A couple of weeks ago, three Novices 
had their bikes torn down at Ascot, and 
the tech inspectors impounded part of 
Danny Hockie’s Ossa. Those of us 
who’ve known Danny for years seeing 
him come up through District scrambles 
to a Number One plate, and then to 
Ascot were more shook that he was. He 
played it so cool it was beautiful. Seeing 
as how when things like this happen, 
you only get to read the bad stuff, the 
happy end of the tale is that his bike 
was declared legal by higher AMA 
authorities. Danny’ got his money for 
that night and his points. ` 

I know I’m addicted to motocross 
but it’s hard to stay away from that 
Ascot half-mile even with all the great 
action at Lions going on. The Ascot 
Juniors have to be about the wildest 
group we’ve had out there in years, 
especially a couple of "em. Word is out 
now that officials are starting to watch 
them, so watch out, boys. Get it out of 
your systems now, before you turn 
Expert, because if you pull some of that 
stuff on the big boys you'll be in the 
fence before you can say “Ooops”. Not 
that Experts ride dirty, but they can 
teach you manners in a hurry. One more 
thing on Ascot, the sheer power of 
DeWayne Keeter’s Harley. On a mile it 
would be utterly ferocious. 

The L.A. Times gave me a giggle 
Sunday and chance to be slightly miffed 
at them. In the “Home” section they 
showed needlepoint seat covers for 
bikes. Since I needlepoint myself I 
could just see myself working a cover 
for a motocross machine...but, oh 
boy,.the major newspapers! They’ll run 
an article on something dumb like 
needlepoint seatcovers for motorcycles 
but fail to give our big races full or 
correct coverage. Still, they’ve run some 
excellent articles by Joe Scalzo so 
maybe we'll get there yet. 

At the District level, with all the 
hassle going on over this BLM thing, the 
land use tax and other such garbage the 
Dusters M.C. called last evening to say 
they had gotten their permits and their 
run will be on, but the paperwork 
involved, not to mention all the trips to 
offices etc. was worse than, “getting 
married, divorced, and enlisting in the 
army all at the same time.” Amen. If 
you are planning a desert run, remember 
what the BLM says, it wants to know 
where you are going 80 days in advance, 
so D-37 recommends to all clubs, if you 
are going to have a run in the early part 
of next year, get into action now! The 
Dusters bond cost them $75 and the 
insurance handled for $15 through a 
very sympathetic insurance agent who 
apparently knows where it's at. If you 
are a District club, grab the nearest 
Duster you see or call them up and get , 
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different basis. Two or three of John’s 
riders are his own boys or one of them’s 
his relative. 

RON: He’s got a few of them there that 
aren’t — Dick Burleson. 

TED: Did he come out here? 

RON: Yeah, Burleson was here. 
Burleson has hit about five out of the 
seven. 7 

TED: Okay, he’s serious. He’s hit them 
all. But what about these. guys that 
didn.t hit them all? I really believe that 
if a manufacturer is expected to give full 
support to the tea m that he should be 
able to pick his team a year in advance, 
have it accepted, and then start 
qualifying his guys on the bikes they're 
going to ride. Take them through a 
service department school, let them 
learn how the bikes goes together, how 
to keep it running. There’s certain types 
of riding that a guy should practice to 
get himself used to the Six Days. 

I know how I would train a team, 
and I know what I’d do to prepare one, 
but the thing is, I can’t do it unless they 
say “Okay, here, we're going to give you 
the Vase “A” for Puch right now.” right 
after the Six Days this year, for 
instance. They should come out and 
say, “All right, we're going to try to 
seriously field some teams, 
professionally, the same as these other 
countries do, on'the same level. Which 
manufacturers are willing to take this 
responsibility and this expense?” Pd 
say, fine, I’d take it over. I’d take one 
team or two, and I'd give it a full shot. 
I’d pick the riders that I know can ride 
our bikes. I think I’m better qualified to 
pick riders to ride over there than the 
AMA for several reasons. For one thing, 
in the qualifiers a lot of times a guy can 
be perfectly able and he has trouble. He 
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names and telephone numbers from 
them. It could save you some extra leg 
work, 

At their run they will also be 
handling out supplemental rule sheets at 
the riders meeting to clue folks in who 
haven’t been keeping up with this 
situation. 

As a pitch for the District clubs, just 
remember that every time you come off 
the starting line, there are people who 
have worked hard to get that run and 
have done it for nothing. One thing for 
sure, if you belong to a club and are 
working a run, usually the loudest 
compaliners are people who don’t 
belong to a club and the quckest way to 
shut them off is to say, “What club do 
you belong to, fella?” So, join a club, 
we have a lot of them and many are 
looking for new members. 

As amateur racing is supposed to be 
fun (Yeach, I know sometimes it turns 
into all-out war and professional.) While 
bench racing the other day with a friend 
in another club, we started laughing 
about the way entry blanks are filled in. 
Many times the writing is just about 
unintelligible, and that's how wrong 
names get put in print in papers, but 
some riders have some sense of humor. 
One recently wrote, in the make of 
machine *“O-So-Slow”. 

C.H. Wheat always put his age as 
being as old as Jim Hunter, while 
Hunter used to fib. But one of the best 
was Eddie Mulder’s desert ones. He just 
used to write ME and leave it at that. 
One guy riding one special brand (won’t 
mention it or the advertising manager 
will get mad) always referred to his 
scooter as a Lemon and another, Toad. 

Two tips on the helmet this week. 
One to Dick Mann for winning two 
Nationals in a row. With two Grand 
National Championships under his belt, 
Homewood was the first mile he’d ever 
won. He’s certainly proved to the 
teeny-bopper-aged riders that age isn’t 
anything when you’re good and keep 
yourself in shape. In fact, you don’t fall 
off so often! Then the other tip goes to 
Bryan Kenney. 

He’s head of the AMX Team and 


won an International in France. France” 


is Bryan's home ground. He's fluent in 
the language and got his start riding 
there with a French license, as at that 
time, only a few short years ago, there 
was no action in this country in 
motocross. Most Americans didn't even 
know what a motocross was, but Bryan 
was riding them, Keep him on his toes, 
“Hot Shoe” or bite him in the leg! 
Latest off the Hot Line is that the 
International Racing Radio Crew will be 
involved with the Ontario 500. I think 
that's great and it should certainly make 
Joe Leonard happy knowing he has 
plenty of motorcycle people around! 
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could have trouble at three of the 
qualifiers for.‘some’ simple‘ ‘reason -and 
knock himself out. Or he could just 
participate in one and have trouble, and 
if that’s the only one he can go to, he 
doesn’t make it. Mechanical problems 
shouldn’t necessarily knock a qualified 
rider out. 

RON: Well, they didn’t in this year’s 
selection. Don Stover from Northern 
California won golds in the two Oregon 
events, so they took him back east to 
ride the Ohio event, just to see how he’d 
do in mud and so on, and he broke 
down. His gearbox failed, I guess, but he 
was still on his gold at that time, and 
they took that as evidence that he was a 
qualified rider. 

TED: Technically, they shouldn’t have 
according to the rules as they were 
originally. They’re not following any 
rules. If we had known this at the 
beginning, we would have made a 
half-assed effort. We could have gotten 
all of our riders qualified the same as 
they qualified those other riders. Ill 
grant you, there are some good riders 
this year, say 35 percent of them are 
good riders, but the rest of them aren’t 
that good. 

RON: Ted, did you happen to see that 
article 1 did a couple of weeks ago on 
the ISDT team selection? 

TED: I just saw your article today and I 
noticed your comment on Tom 
Heininger. 1 mean on Jeff. I called Tom 
today and I said, “Say, I think you've 
gota lot of influence at the Six Days, 
can you get me in?” 

RON: What did he say? 

TED: He said, “Shit, I didn’t do that. 
John Penton did that!” This isn’t the 
AMA Sis Day. It’s the John Penton Six 
Day is what it amounts to, and he’s 
pretty well sort of dominated the whole 
thing this last two years for some 
reason. He's picking riders, he’s 
recommending a lot of people, and he”s 
kind of controlling the whole thing 
through the AMA. 

RON: Well, there's nobody in the AMA 
that's really very sharp where the Six 
Days is concerned. They had Mike 
Vancil running it, who knew almost 
nogthing about it and they fired him 
and now Don Woods is running it. 

TED: Don doesn't know anything about 
the Six Days either, does he? 

RON: I don’t think Don's ever been 
over there. He's a pretty sharp guy but 
he just really doesn't know much about 
the Six Days, so they picked a guy 
that's been most active to help and that 
was Penton. - 

TED: Of course, you get a slanted view 
when you pick one guy. They should 
have had a committee. There’s a lot of 
qualified people that have had some 
experience with the Six Days that are 
pretty sharp. Maybe next year if it’s 
here in the United States, if they ever 
decide where it’s going to be. 

RON: I think if all goes well it will be at 
Berkshire. 

TED: I understand Berkshire 
accomondations are too far away. 

RON: They’re really not that bad. Las 
Vegas might have been better from an 
accomondation standpoint, but at 
Berkshire they have two towns within 
30 miles of the site and they’ve both got 
a fair amount of housing. 

TED: The problem is transporting the 
riders to the site every day. It’s a tough 
deal. They have to get up so early in the 
morning, and they’re tired. By the third 
day, these guys are beat and they’ve got 
to get up at 5:30 in the morning and 
then drive about a half hour. My 
feelings are that if the Six Days was 
thrown here, we should have picked an 
area they could have gotten to easily. 
Also, we should have picked an area 
with nice accommodations where they 
(the foreigners) would get a good 
impression of the country. 

RON: Yes, but then who the heck is 
going to do it? They’ve got Al Eames up 
there at Berkshire who can lay out the 
Trials and solve the problems and get 
the permissions and do all that sort of 
stuff. 

TED: Of course, it could have been 
done here. You have to remember, these 
clubs around here are not the most 
organized in the world, but they throw 
some pretty good events. They’ve had 
more experience at this type of event 
than anybody in the country. 

A Six Day Trial is nothing but a hare 
and Hound with checks in between and 
a few different rules. It’s a Hare and 
Hound from Point A to Point B. From 
check to check you go as fast as you 
possibly can so you get there early 
enough to shape your equipment and 
give yourself some reserve time, that’s 
about what it’s all about. If you got a 
Six Days, you could pick your six best 
clubs, any one of them would gladly 
take a day and:scout a different course 
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for every day and mark it. 

RON:- When they “asked. to» have “clubs” 
set. up qualifying events, there wasn’t a 
club in California that offered to set one 
up. They were going to have one in Las 
Vegas, but it was cancelled because they 
simply didn’t get any entries. The 
Pentons entered, That was essentially it. 
TED: Well, this is the sentiment of 
District 37. This is their feeling towards 
the qualifiers. They didn’t enter. You 
can’t ignore that. Thirty percent of the 
membership of the AMA comes from 
this area, so you can’t ignore their 
feelings. I’d say 90 percent of the top 
riders in the United States: enduro, 
cross counrty, and motocross riders, 
come from this area. You can match 
your Eastern riders vs. Western riders 
and I’ll guarantee that riders in this 
California area are excellent riders 
compared to the rest of the country. 
We’ve got a sprinkling of good riders all 
through the country, I don’t deny that. 
The thing is, there’re more- good riders 
all through the country, I don’t deny 
that. The thing is, there’re more good 
riders here than anyplace in the world; 
more depth here than anyplace else. 
RON: I would have to argue with you 
about that. 

TED: Well, Pm going by my past 
experience. Like I’m saying, there’re a 
lot of good riders around, but you come 
out here today and there’re so damn 
many good riders now it’s ridiculous. 
I’ve seen it happen in the last four years 
primarily, the depth of riders and the 
really good riders. It’s fantastic. Any 
time you look at the results, all of a 
sudden here’s a new kid blowing 
everybody off. And where did he come 
from? You never heard of him, Well, 
he’s just a guy that for some reason or 
another got a hair to ride for six weeks 
and started doing well. 

RON: Just from my own personal 
experience, I know that we haven’t got 
any events out here that are as tough as 
the Berkshire or Jack Pine and Western 
riders have never done anything in 
either of those events. 

TED: There are a lot of good guys out 
here, Ron, you’d be surprised. A lot of 
guys that are really excellent riders. 
We've got the Brooks boys who can wax 
anybody in any kind of cross-country 
event right now, You watch at the end 
of this year. Anybody on any kind of a 
bike will have a hard time beating them, 
Look at Jeff Wright on his 125. 

RON: Have any of those guys ever seen 
a tree, or been through 15 miles of 
mud? 

TED: You know how long it takes them 
to get used to that stuff? One day and 
they're whizzes at it. Al Baker went 
over there and won, he’s hardly ridden 
in any of that stuff and he was 
excellent. You ever go riding in Frazier 
Park? I’ll take you riding up through 
there if you want to ride in trees. 

RON: Most of our desert racers don’t 
get up into Frazier Park, though. 

TED: Oh, a lot of them do. You'd be 
surprised. A lot of guys go trailing up 
there. 

RON: I was up there one Sunday this 
winter. and there was about six inches 
of snow, I went up with Al Fox and we 
were the only guys in that damn forest. 
Even up in the Northern California 
enduros, we have a bunch of Southern 
Californians that go up and ride those 
Northern enduros every weekend during 
the fall but they usually don’t do very 
well. 

TED: Al Rogers. Every time he goes up 
there he comes back with a trophy. 
RON: Well, Al Rogers is in a class by 
himself now, and you know it. 

TED: There're a lot of guys like him, 
though. 

RON: You know, my feeling on this 
thing right along has been that we've got 
a pool of talent here, but it’s raw talent, 
as yet. 

TED: No, really, there's more 
experience here. Back East you've got 
one man, Al Eames. He's running those 
events back there and I understand he’s 
done a hell of a good job. But by the 
same token, guys here have put on the 
Barstow-to-Vegas race, the Check Chase 
and the Greenhorn, for instance. 

RON: 1 don't know too much about 
Hare and Hounds, but the Greenhorn is 
a schlock operation compared to the 
Berkshire. 

TED: Yeah, but it's a lot of work 
scouting it and getting a course. 1 grant 
you the timekeeping on enduros is 
pretty difficult the way they're doingiit. 
You've got to remember keeping time 
on the Greenhorn is a plus-and-minus 
system. It's a lot different from a trials 
where you only have to worry if a guy is 
late. 

RON: 1 know it is, but the Greenhorn is 
just about the same length as the 
Berkshire, and. nobody. was getting lost 
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at the Berkshire. There weren't any 


foul-ups on the time. There weren't any 
foul-ups anywhere. 

TED: What times do you have to worry 
about? You just have to get at a certain 
check and don’t be late. It’s much easier 
to set time average for a six-day event 
than it is to lay out an average 
California enduro, which is like a sports 
car rally where you have to ride within 
the limits, and then calculate who lost 
points because he’s too early, who lost 
points because he’s too late, and how 
many points did he lose. That’s a lot 
tougher. How many entries did they 
have at Berkshire? . 
RON: 400. 

TED: Okay, most of our enduros are 
500, most of the time. 

RON: But their enduros back there are 
figured and the trophies awarded the 
same day. We’ve yet to have an enduro 
where we've been abie to have the 
results out even within a couple of 
wecks, let alone on the same day. 

TED: Well, how are their enduros? Are 
their enduros run like ours? Or more of 
the Six Day type? 

RON: They're exactly the same as ours. 
They’ve just got better scoring systems. 
They’ve gone into interval scoring and 
card systems and stuff like that and 
they’ve been doing it for a couple of 
years now. We’ve got a big pool of 
talent here, but it’s not developed. 
We’re behind the times. 

TED: No, we’re not. I don’t think we’re 
behind the times. I think we’re way 
ahead of our times, really. You’ve got to 
remember that this motorcycle crase 
just hit back east. It’s been going on 
here for twenty-some years now. Hard 
riding. I’ve been involved in it for 20 
years. I rode enduros and cross-country 
events very similar or harder than what 
they are now 17, 18 years ago. Even 
before my time they were putting these 
events on. This is where this type of 
event really got going, here on the west 
coast. 

RON: Let me ask you this. You’re in 
the Checkers, right? Couldn’t you 
persuade the Checkers to put on a 
qualifying event or a good tough enduro 
or something like that that would bring 
the focus back to District 37? 

TED: We could, but what we need is the 
AMA to sanction a Six Day-type event. 
See, there’s no sanction offered by the 
AMA. They’re not encouraging Six 
Day-type events. They should make 
certain events available to clubs and 


then the clubs will pick up the dates in 
different areas, especially here. Here, for 
instance, they should make six events 
available. They should give the dates 
and let the clubs, the best clubs that are 
qualified, pick up these dates and put 
on this type of event. 

RON: The AMA will grant any area that 
wants one a qualifying event as they did 
this year. 

TED: Like I said before, this area for 
some reason or other is cooled down on 
it. You have to remember the 
Prospectors were the first ones to put 
on a Six Day-type event in this country 
and from what I understand, they came 
off pretty good. It was a pretty tough 
one; it wasn’t easy. It was out there at 
Red Rock Canyon, back in the 
mountains, You've got to remember 
when you throw an event for 700 riders, 
they're out there to have fun and you 
want as big a percentage to finish as you 
possibly can so they"li come back next 
year. If we threw an event that was that 
tough, the guys wouldn’t get through it, 
that’s all. Basically, the clubs throw 
these events to fatten the kitty so they 
can support the next one and then have 
a party or buy some jackets and things 
like that. 

Well, if they go ahead and throw a 
Six Day event, they go in the hole 
because they're not enough riders who 
enter because they know it's too tough 
and the average Novice and Amateur 
just has a hell of a time going through 
that stuff. 

RON: By the same token, though, if 
District 37 doesn't host these qualifiers, 
the AMA has very little choice but to 
look at the areas that do, right? What 
evidence have they got that District 37 
could throw an ISDT% 

TED: Oh, you've got to be serious! Are 
you kidding? You don’t think this area 
could host an ISDT event? 

RON: I know that the Board of 
Directors tried to set one up and 
couldn’t get enough entries to support 


it. 

TED: Well, the riders are just not 
accepting the way the AMA’s doing it. 
When something’s boycotted from an 
area this big, something’s got to be 
wrong because everyother event that’s 
thrown here.,..well, you know the 
number of participants and the 
enthusiasm that goes into it. Why all of 
a sudden does somehing like this happen 
and nobody shows up, nobody enters? 
My god, something must be wrong. A 
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to egas 
and throw the Mint 400 or go to Baja 


and throw events like that, and the guys 
pay $350 to enter. The best riders and 
the fastest equipment in the country get 
into that stuff. Yet the AMA sanctions 
an event in Las Vegas and nobody 
enters the thing? Something’s got to be 
wrong there. 

RON: We're at a stalemate, you know. 
The AMA says District 37 hasn’t shown 
us anything so we’re not going to give 
them the ISDT. District 37 responds by 
boycotting the one qualifier they have 
here. 

TED: Do you go to any of the district 
meethings? Like I say, I haven’t been 
involved in this thing. Have you gone to 
any of the district meetings? 

RON: Lynn Wineland got up at a 
district meeting and damn near begged 
them to enter. There just wasn’t any 
interest. Frankly, I can't agree with you 
that it’s a case of rejecting the AMA. I 
don’t think the riders are interested in 
ISDT in this area. 

TED: They are. Hell, you've got to 
remember that for many years the real 
pioneers of the ISDT came from this 
area, the guys that really started the 
interest going. 

RON: That's true. We've still got a 
handful of riders who are into it. But 
Trask Mountain wasn't a long drive 
from here. I drove up there in ten hours, 
and there wasn’t a high country fee or 
any thing. There weren’t many Southern 
California riders entered. Nobody went 
up. Bad Rock was the same way. There 
were very few Southern California 
riders. Cannady went up and rode one 
and Heininger went up there and didn’t 
finish, and who else? The Bultaco riders, 
Ekins and Steffan. Me and a couple of 
enduro riders. I would really like to see 
District 37 get into the thing. 

TED: So would I. Now all we’ve got to 
do is get them into it. 

RON: Well, it does look like they’re 
easing in through the back door. I’ve 
seen a couple of better. enduros run 
lately. The Shamrocks and the Dirt 
Diggers threw a couple of very good 
runs, 

TED: See, you’ve got the Shamrocks 
that can throw good events. You’ve got 
the Dirt Diggers throw excellent events 
every year. Their Hopetown event is one 
of the nicest events annually. The 
Checkers throw a pretty good event. 
They get it together. 

RON: None of them, though, have 
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expressed any interest in putting on am 
ISDT-type event, and that's what we 
really have tæ do. a : 


TED: Well, can’t the district inch 


“some of these events in their calendar 


for next year, have them open for these 
guys to grab? Give enduro points for 
them. Or give Hare and Hound points 
for them, I’d say give them Hare and 
Hound points. Then you'll get ‘the 
riders. That's what the ISDT really is. 
It’s a Hare and Hound from Point A ‘to 
Point B. Then you rest and have another 
cross-country race for the next point. 
Maybe that's why they're not in ‘it. 
There’re no points, These guys are all 
point crazy. Maybe if you throw one:of 
these in and issue some Hare and Hountl 
points, some of these clubs would pick 
it up. 

RON: It seems to me that interest in the 
ISDT is lower here than itis in any part 
of the country, with the exception «of 
five or six top riders, 

TED: For me, an ISDT-type of event 
would really be a tremendous type of 
event. I don’t ride our standard enduras 
here because I don’t like them. They’re 
not my type of riding. I like to pick up 
the pace a little bit. If I’m too early at 
the checkpoint, I don.t want to be 
penalized because I’m a good enough 
rider to get over the rough terrain and 
get there early enough to rest and work 
on my bike. I would really like to have 
seen the 1973 ISDT staged out here. 
There’s more of the type of terrain that 
we're used to riding. Do the same thing 
to the Europeans that they do to us. 

We go over there and we ride, 
basically, in country that’s completely 
unfamiliar to us. They'll still do 
excellently, but it would give them a 
little different idea of what riding is like 
here. What they’re going to do now is 
come from Europe to the Berkshire and 
it’s going to be just like they were at 
home. If they were to come out here we 
could have showed them more 
diversified types of riding. We could 
have showed -them mountain riding, 
desert riding, any type of riding you can 
imagine. You could have it in Reno or 
Las Vegas and could have really 
diversified terrain. It would have made 
it more interesting for us and certain 


sections would have been more difficult: 


for them. 


There are a lot of valid ideas contained in the 
above discussion that merit attention at the 
AMA Congress in October. For further

A Promoter Looks at the BLM, Desert and Racers

Buried in the voluminous Code of 
Federal Regulations, ‘Book 24 (or 
thereabouts) is a section dealing with 
the use of public lands for races, rallies, 
and sporting events. This obscure 
chapter, along with variously quoted 
laws and statutes has been resurrected 
of late by the federal government in an 
attempt to comply with President 
Nixon’s latest in a series of land use 
directives. He set a deadline of July Ist 
for the Department of the Interior 
(BLM) to formulate guidelines for land 
control, 

The culmination of this directive is a 
confidential 15-page document spelling 
our rules and regulations for use of the 
desert by organized groups of all kinds. 
Worthy of note here is that since this is 
an internal document as opposed to a 
new law, there are no public hearings 
proposed prior to implementation of 
the procedure. In other words, no one 
seems interested in hearing pros and 
cons before the procedure is approved 
and put into effect. Shades of Big 
Brother and 1984! 

The details of the directive were 
published in the last issue of Cycle 
News. The section dealing with desert 
racing and enduros contains rules that 
should be ‘remembered. Briefly these 
are: 

l. The sponsoring club or 
organization must file a Special Land 
Use Permit and pay a filing fee of $10 at 
least 80 days prior to their event. 

2. The club must pay a recreation use 
fee of $2. per participant or 10% of 
gross receipts, whichever is more. (The 
10% would affect the big events such as 
the Mint 400 where the entry fee is over 
$300 rather than the average bike race 
where the fee would always be $2.) 

3. The sponsoring club would be 
required to get, and present, written 
permission of any private landowners 
that the course would cross. 

4.The club would be required to 
post a performance bond equal to $10 
for every expected participant in the 
event. For example, the 3500 riders in 
the Barstow-to-Vegas would require The 
Sans Gabriel .Club. to _post.a $35,000. 
bond to insure that they provide 


adequate sanitation facitilities, clean up 
the pits, tear down:all course markings, 
and repair damage to all improvements, 
utilities, and resources. 

While this act does have some 
redeeming factors, there are many 
questions left unanswered and many 
others apparently left out in this draft. 
The redeeming factors are few and 
could be implemented without such a 
drastic attempt at pricing us off the 
desert. 

It is worth looking at these four 
provisions in turn to make sense and 
question them intelligently. First is the 
requirement for the club to file a SLUP 
and pay a $10 filing fee 80 days ahead 
of theevent date. It has been the practice 
of most groups to file a letter with BLM 
and receive a letter of authorization. 
This new procedure will simply provide 
a form to do it on and pay for clerical 
time to process the permit. It will also 
guarantee the use of the area in question 
for the date specified, providing the 
other requirements are met. The 80 day 
filing period may present a hardship to 
some of the clubs racing in the first part 
of the year since the calendar for 1973 
would not normally be set until 
November. 

As to receiving written permission 
from the private landowners, it would 
appear as if BLM is trying to usurp the 
authority of individual counties in this 
repect. I believe that all Southern Cal. 
counties have passed the ordinance 
pertaining to “trespass without written 
permission.” Do we really need another 
quasi-law enforcement agency to 
duplicate the county sheriff? All at the 
taxpayers expense? 

The real meat of the thing comes up 
in connection to the. $2 surcharge 
recreation fee. The procedure writers 
have used several parallels to come up 
with this fee and, in my opinion, have 
not taken the time to sort out the 
differences. One justification for the fee 
was that the U.S. Forest Service has 
been charging people fees for years now 
and nobody has complained. Second, 
they used the fee structure set up for 
animal grazing fees. Then they checked 
out. a. motocross. park and found that 
the same piece of land continually 


brought in large (?) amounts of revenue. 

In the case of National Parks and 
motocross parks, they overlooked the 
fact that the user is getting something 
for his money. He gets paved roads, 
flush toilets, water trucks, crowd 
control, hot and cold running water, 
bleachers for the ‘spectators, park 
rangers to find you when lost, 
aesthetically pleasant surroundings, etc. 
Is the BLM planning to channel these 
funds back to improve the land we use? 
I’m afraid not. The money is earmarked 


` for the U.S. General Fund to be lost 


forever to desert users. To be sure, they 
plan to hire a bunch of desert rangers to 
patrol the desert. 

As to the cattle grazing fee, this 
parallel is almost ridiculous due to the 
length of time they are using the land. 
Grazing leases are for long terms, while 
we are talking about use of one day. 
Conceivably, a popular riding area could 
bring in over $100,000 annually. How 
many ranchers are paying that much in 
BLM land use fees? 

As to collecting the fee, is BLM going 
to have an auditor go over the books of 
every group in the desert to be sure they 
get their fair share, or just sit and wait 
for the check in the mail? 

Perhaps a nominal fee for land use 
could be charged to the club or group 
sponsoring the event so that we could at 
least convince the Sierra Clubbers that 
we are willing to pay our way (not so 
for the hikers and horsemen) but lets 
fact it, two clams per head is a tough 
nut to swallow. Also, why do only the 
organized groups have to pay to use the 
land? With thousands of weekenders in 
the desert each weekend, Uncle Sam 
could fill the coffers all the way to the 
top. Isn’t it a bit illegal to charge some 
people for land use and not charge 
others? Might even be termed 
discriminatory! 

The performance bond is not entirely 
a bad idea. There are many times when 
racing groups need reminding to tear 
down their ribbon. and clean up the pits 
after a race. We have all been out to a 
favorite area only to see it cluttered 
with last weekend’s junk. By the same 
token, we have seen ribbon left over 
from some other event get riders lost 


because it was not torn down. As for 


rest rooms, there are some groups. who. 


continually neglect to furnish them. 


Some aspects are harder to assess - 


though. Take, for instance, the 
hard-to-define term of . “resource 
damage”. Now to some folks, this could 
mean a broken: branch, a dead rabbit, 
trails on the hillsides, etc. How this term 
is defined could make a vast difference 
in the refunding of bonds. It would also: 
require that BLM send an investigator 
out to inspect the course prior to. the 
event so that an accurate assessment 
could be made afterwards. 

The formula of $10 bond per 
expected participant leaves a lot to be 
desired. How could you do $350,000 
damage to the fire roads and sand dunes 
between Barstow and Las Vegas? Even 
the venerable Forest Service dropped 
their bonding requirements to $300 for 
the last event in their area. A total bond 
of perhaps $250 to $500 would be more 
applicable and not create a hardship on 
the clubs and groups using the desert. 
This would accomplish the same’ end 
since no one is going to forfeit their 
cash just to keep from cleaning up the 
area. 

This article doesn’t begin to do 
justice to the problem at hand, nor does 
it pretend to have all the answers. The 
problem is real, however, and the 
regulations are being implemented by 
various BLM offices. It took many 
conferences and phone calls between 
myself and BLM this past weekend to 
overcome full implementation of these 
procedures for an event last week. 

At this writing, I can’t even begin to 
give advice for heading off the thing. 
Having witnessed the natural apathy of 
bikers to organize and make their 
weight felt, I wonder if it’s possible to 
get you excited over the higher cost of 
riding in the desert. Just in case one or 
two of you would like to be heard on 
the subject, the man is: Mr. Russ Penny, 
BLM Director, 2800 Cottage Way, 
Sacramento, California. 

Cards, letters, and telegrams to your 
U.S. Representatives in Washington 
wouldn't hurt either. Just think, desert 
riders, it might be cheaper than your 
next race. 
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PART III 

In the preceding issues, we discussed 
the events leading to President Nixon’s 
now infamous Executive Order 11644, 
the Presidential Proclamation governing 
the use of off-road vehicles on public 
lands. Last week, we reprinted letters 
between myself and Mr. John Whitaker, 
Deputy Assistant to the President. Mr. 
Whitaker's letter said in essence, “Try it, 
you'll like it.” Well, I don’t have to try 
it to know that I don’t like it! 

In my first letter to Mr. Whitaker, I 
requested merely that the President 
issue a follow-up directive to the various 
land-use agencies stating that they 
should approach the implementation of 
Executive Order 11644 in a positive 
manner. He replied that such action 
wasn’t mecessary because “everyone” 
would interpret the directive in that 
manner. 

Let’s examine a few of the recent 
hearings: 

1. Hearings held during February and 
March in Glenn County to discuss the 
re-classification of 37,000 acres of 
public land at Snow Mountain as 
Wilderness, excluding all vehicular 
travel. 

2. During March, the USFS requested 
comments to a proposal to prohibit 
vehicular travel in an undetermined 
number of acres of the McKinstry 
Meadows Management Unit. 

3. On March 13th, the US Forest 
Service conducted five separate hearings 
to determine the furture management of 
National Forest lands in the Lake Tahoe 
Basin. 


4. The US Forest Service conducted -

hearings during May for the purpose of 
excluding off-road vehicles from 18,800 
acres of the Tahoe National Forest in 
the Grouse Lakes area. Although the 


ORV enthusiasts dominated these 
hearings, the USFS closed the area 
anyway. 


5. During May the US Forest Service 
conducted six public hearings 
throughout California to discuss the 
designation of 120 undeveloped areas 
covering some 3 million acres of 
National Forest as ‘“‘roadless Areas” 
which would prohibit all types of 
vehicular travel. Of those who attended 
the hearings and wrote letters, almost 
70 percent opposed the “Roadless 
Area” classification. It will be 
interesting to see the final results of 
these hearings. 

6. The BLM is conducting hearings 
for the use of 150,000 acres of public 
land in Colusa, Lake, Napa and Yolo 
Counties. The proposals for this area 
include vehicular restrictions and 
prohibitions. 

7. The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
recently conducted 10 hearings in major 


population centers throughout the 
United States for the purpose of 
determining the public's needs for 


outdoor recreation. Prime among these 
discussions were references to the 
restriction of off-road vehicles pursuant 
to Executive Order 11644. 

8. The BLM conducted a hearing at 
Taft, California during June to discuss 
the prohibition and restriction of

The Government 


By J. G. Krol 

There are two kinds of businessmen 
in the world, just as there have always 
been. The first kind believes that if he 
leaves government alone, it will leave 
him alone. The second kind believes 
that the only road to long-run successes, 
and even survival, is to gain influence 
with or, better, actual power over 
government, so he can turn it to his own 
ends. 

More basically, the first kind of 
businessman believes that just as he 
minds his own business without 
intruding on anyone else, government 
will mind ¿ts own business. But the 
second kind of businessman firmly 
believes that the main, if not the only, 
business of government is minding other 
peoples’ business. 

Now this woud be a trivial 
philosphical quibble, were it not for one 
fact of the greatest significance. When 
we look at small, struggling, fragmented, 
marginal, failing businesses we find 
prevailing among them the first attitude. 
When we examine large, huge, 
immensely profitable and successful 
businesses, we find the second attitude 
overwhelmingly dominant among them. 
If we regard economic evolution with 
the same detached scientific objectivity 
we apply to genetic evolution, it is 
obvious which ideological species of 
businessman is more viable. 

The one species of businessman is 
fully aware that he is playing, and will 
always be playing, a game of raw power 
in which government is the queen, the 
most powerful piece on the board. 
Realizing that he cannot avoid playing 
this game, he plays, if not to win, at 
least to draw and hold his own. But the 
other species of businessman doesn’t 
even know the game is being played. As 
a result, his move are random and 
uncoordinated, and ‘may hurt. his 
position more than help it. Worse, he 
doesn’t even recognize that they are 
‘moves. A trout and an angler are both 
players in the game called “fishing”, but 
the latter knows that and the former 
doesn’t, so it is hardly surprising that 
after eons of play the score should stand 
at Folks: several trillion, Fishes: a few 
thousand...and less than that if you 
don’t count sharks as fishes. 

» Ofcourse it can be objected that the 


Government Game couldn’t even exist if 
everybody understood what was going 
on; the players would simply agree, by 
mutual consent, to abolish the Game as a 
waste of their time and effort. While 
that will very likely be the final 
outcome in some unimaginably distant 
future world, the problem for today is 
that the motorcycle industry is 
pervaded by ‘the attitude that it is 
possible to “get along with” government 
in some passive, co-operative sense, and 
that if motorcycling does as it is told 
and plays along, then it will somehow 
manage to get along. 

If I didn’t care about the future of 
motorcycling, I wouldn’t care about the 
motorcycle industry, and would watch 
its demise with the same impartiality as 
Alfred Capus, who said, “Fools have 
always been exploited, and that’s as it 
should be. The day they ceased being 
exploited, they would triumph, and the 
world would be wrecked.” But I do care 
about the future of the sport and, 
because of that, fervently hope the 
industry will set aside its naive 
foolishness and innocence, acknowledge 
that it is and always will be a contestant 
in the Government Game, and play 
accordingly. 

One of the most basic rules of the 
Game is QUID PRO QUO, literally; one 
thing for another; more practically: 
never give nuthin’ fer nuthin’...never 
give up anything unless you get 
something in return. The fact that the 
phrase is Latin is some indication how 
long the Game has been played. The 
novice player, just after he discovers 
that he is a player, will try to apply this 
rule by rummaging through his 
possessions, hoping to find something 
he thinks the government might want. 
The expert player will more skillfully 
try to accumulate those things that the 
government has told him it wants, but 
this has its limitations since the 
government is not stupid and it often 
feigns interest in and kicks the tires of 
the Mercury station wagon, while 
secretly lusting for the yellow Chevy 
convert. The Master player, therefore, 
closely studies the government in 
general, and the bunch he deals with in 
particular, in order to assay what it 
really wants. This is what the 
motorcycle industry should be doing. 


- ‘Ecumenicism, No!

Response to “In Defense of Freedom” by J.G. Krol-

Among the leading thinkers and doers of the motorcycle movement lately there 
has been a rise in what Ron Schneiders calls “Ecumenicism,” crying for a joining 
together or unanimity of opinion with which to face the forces that threaten our 
pursuits. J.G. Krol’s is the most eloquent statement of the ecumenicist position and 
deserves to be debated in print, not only for the edification-of those who've already 
decided this basic issue for themselves, but also for those who haven't made up their 


minds. 


| happen to agree wholeheartedly with the main point of Mr. Krol's editorial, that 
motorcycling can be well served by supporting a government agency that advances 
the interests of our pursuit, and his secondary point that we should oppose 
government interference beyond a point. But | take issue with the contention that 
motorcycle enthusiasts as a whole should agree on exactly where the point has to be. 

Extending J.G.'s tug-of-war metaphor, a single man with a block and tackle can 
defeat the pull of a thousand men, even if they are all dragging in the same direction. 

If you took a poll in the United States today, you would probably not be 
surprised to find that a majority of the people either have no use for motorcycles or 
actively dislike them. Even among those who ride and the industry which sells 
motorcycles today, not everyone believes in them. Controversy brings this out. Take 
helmet laws for example. A lot of us feel that motorcycle riding is normally so 
dangerous that one is a fool not to wear a certain hat. Others of us don’t feel foolish 
at all and in fact seem to be quite safe even without maximum protective clothing. | 
happen to side with the latter group, although | wouldn't deny the nervous ones 
from wearing whatever gives them peace of mind. 

Ecology is another exemplary controversy. Depending on our individual 
experience, we either believe that motorcycles are harmful to the ecology, or not, or 
else something in between. The strongest version of reality shall prevail. But how can 
all of us agree, now, at exactly what point on the wise/foolish or innocent/culpable 
scale that motorcycling is? Not yet. By the time that is accomplished, through lengthy 
trial, error and observation, there will be new controversies to disperse us. 

| wouldn’t challenge J.G. Krol to equal space, since he makes so much better use 
of it than I, so let me conclude my arguments for the time being with some 
unsupported declaration: 1.) Motorcycle riding is an act of faith. 2.) The more levers 
you apply to a burden, the easier it is lifted. 3.) Cycle News is a block and tackle that 
anyone can use. 4.) Faith is fun, if you can dig it. 5.) The majority is wrong in many 
cases. 6.) What motorcycling may lose in efficiency, it makes up for in participation. 
7.) Our strength is in individuality, not in commonality. 


ame: How to Play It 


It is interesting to note, though of 
little concem to us here, that the 
handful of Grandmasters of the Game 
actually probe at the foundations of 
government, arranging to gain control 
over those commodities which the 
government must have. Grandmasters 
are playing to become the government 
themselves. 

Now quid pro quo is a law of logic 
and nature, and cannot be evaded any 
more than the law of gravity. The only 
thing in question is: which quid for 
what quo? So far, through the plays of 
special driver’s licenses, and spark 
arresters, and quiet mufflers, and 
standardized controls, and mandatory 
helmets, and mandatory goggles, and 


mandatory lights-on, and “safety” 
reflectors, and non-ape-hanger 
handlebars, and mandatory front 


brakes, and passenger hand-grips, and 
land closures, and limitations on chassis 
alterations...in short, in nearly every 
move in the game that has so far been 
made...the motorcycle industry has 
given up scores of quids and got in 
return not one lousy quo. Not even 
half-a-quo. 

Again and again the cry has been: if 
only we do this, then they’ll leave us 
alone. Of course, they never do, for the 
very simple reason that they can’t. The 
main business of government is minding 
other peoples’ business, and if it doesn’t 
do that, why, it will just dry up and 
blow away. The government cannot give 
future non-intervention in exchange for 
present compliance with its demands, 
for if it did, it would cease to be a 
government. 

The motorcycle industry should be 
asking itself two questions vis-a-vis 
government: What do they want that we 
have or can gain control of? What do 
they have that we want? 

So far, the industry has answered 
these questions unconsciously and 
implicitly with: Our docile compliance 
with their every current whim. And: 
Their guarantee of future 
non-intervention. If this exchange 
worked, it would be a pretty rotten 
bargain. But it can’t even work! 

A case in point is the elaborate 
advertising series presently being run by 
the American Motorcycle Association, 
spokesman for ‘the: entire motorcycle 








industry, in which motorcyclists are 
urged to sign a petition in support of 
your President’s executive order on 
land-use, This illustrates one of the 
things for which governments have an 
insatiable hunger: mass support, public 
support, grass-roots enthusiasm, a surge 
of favorable public opinion. If money is 
the mother’s-milk of politics, then 
grass-roots support is surely its Pablum. 
So we give a display of grass-roots 
support. What do we get in return? 
Frankly, it’s a mystery to me. 

I would sincerely hope that the 
industry pulled off a good bargain, 
getting some significant quid for the 
quo of a fusillade of supporting 
signatures. If the industry did make 
such a deal, it would be an unthinkable 
tactical blunder to fail to say so in those 
fancy double-eagle ads, for only by 
showing motorcyclists what they were 
getting in return for their signatures 
would the desired flurry of support be 
fully developed. Yet the ads give no 
indication of the benefits motorcyclists 
will receive from their show of support 
so — barring that unthinkable tactical 
blunder — we are forced to assume 
they're getting nothing more than the 


usual delusory promise of future 
non-intervention, a promise any 
government will make to anybody 


foolish enough to swallow it, but which 
it has not the slightest. intention of 
keeping, and which it couldn’t keep 
even if it wanted to. 

We are ineluctably driven to the 
conclusion that the best thing that 
could happen to the AMA’s 
petition-campaign would be for it to fall 
flat on its face provided — I say, 
provided — that the reasons for its 
failure are made “perfectly clear” to the 
intended recipient of the petitions, 
namely, the millions of motorcyclists 
would be overjoyed to support their 
President, if only they could obtain 
some tangible benefit in return. 
Motorcyclists want so little, compared 
to the big-league pressure-groups, that 
any President could fulfill their fondest 
dreams with a single snap of his 
fingers...and if he did, he would buy 
their undying gratitude and loyalty. 

There are many things the 
government wants that motorcycling

I enjoyed and agreed with most of 
your article about the ISDT with one 
big exception. You stated that the best 
material for the ISDT is a good 
motocrosser or desert rider who are 
much better than a guy who “plops 
along on enduros and trials from week 
to week.” 

When you speak of “trials”, I assume 
you mean “observed” type of which I 
have no experience to make a comment 
on. As far as enduros go, one minute 
you speak of Dave Latham being 
qualified becuase of being the East 
Coast’s top Enduro Rider and next 
you’re saying desert or motocross are 
the only way. I don’t think Dave’s 
training is in either of these. 

Don’t you think riders like Malcolm 
Smith, Dave Ekins, Bob Steffan, Steve 
Hurd, Mike Patrick, etc., wouldn’t have 
been just as good if they had ridden in 
the mud instead of the desert? Any one 
of them will tell you that mud and/or 
snow can be very strenous for 100 — 
200 miles in one day and averaging 24 
MPH in these conditions can sometimes 
be slightly more than just “plopping” 
along. 

As far as motocrossers, how many of 
the top ones do their own mechanical 
work? Two or three, 30 to 40-minute 
motos is tough but it's not the same as 
1000 miles in six days. 

Also, as far as overrunning the 
clocks: in case you didn’t know the idea 
is to get there early so you can do a 
little work on the bike. You don’t have 
to zero the checks (like on an enduro) 
in the ISDT. Your analogy of “a couple 
of chaps who were desert rats came 
back with medals”, so it must be the 
desert is a little far-fetched. As far as I 
know they have never had the ISDT in 
the desert. 

As long as you’re mentioning guys 
who were left out how about some 
credit for a few Nor-Cal riders too! John 
Nelson (Silver medal in Poland ISDT, 
first overall Open Class Trask Mtn.), Ben 
Bowers (Gold meal Trask Mtn,. Gold 
medal-Bad Rock), Frank Diaz (Silver 
medal to fifth day at Isle of Man; Gold 
medal Trask Mtn.). In Fact! Every Gold 
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meal winner except for two (eight out 
of ten) were from the San Francisco 
Bay area in the Trask Mt. Trials.

A FEW SUGGESTIONS FOR THE AMA’S AGENDA 


By Charles Clayton 

When the Competition Congress 
meets to revise the AMA rulebook in 
October, there will be many things to 
decide in four days of non-stop debate. 
One of the items that the Congress 
should be considering is establishing a 
separate congress, suitably elected, to 
meet on behalf of the road rider 
members. This would save time and 
allow the road rider enthusiasts to have 
all the attention that they want and 
deserve. 

AMA road riders already have a 
separate rulebook. Their non-racing 
competitive events differ so much from 
the normal business of the Competition 
Congress that they deserve that much. 
Now that the racing competition has 
grown several new categories 
(motocross, speedway, International), it 
is time that road riders got their own 
Congress. 

The new “Road Rider Congress” 
could be very instructive to a receptive 
AMA, regarding not only its 
competition rules, but also club 
relationships, member needs and road 
rider projects, such as community 
service. I leave it to the few road rider 
delegates and the innovative AMA staff 
to develop the possibilities.

An item that deserves immediate 
attention from the Congress is a rule 
change to accommodate new models 
introduced by motorcycle 
manufacturers between Congresses. The 
Honda 250 and Bultaco Astro are recent 
examples of bikes that meet every 
criterion of acceptance, but have to 
await a full meeting of the Congress to 
be approved for AMA competition. Why 
can’t new motorcycle’s specifications be 
submitted to current members of the 
technical committee for approval by 
mail at any time during the year? If 
racing really improves the breed, it 
should not have to wait until October 
befoore those improvements can be 
introduced. This change, at least, seems 
elementary and it was probably only 
because it has never come up before 
that it hasn’t been made already. 

Road racing seems in dire need of 
some refurbishing for 1973, if it is ever 
to attract and hold the huge number of 
fans that it needs to, support the giant 
purses promoters are paying, not to 
mention the fortunes that the factories 
are pouring into road racers. The best 
place to start the imporvement, in my 
opnion, would be to extend the silencer 
rule to professional road racing.

and the motorcycle industry can give it, 
and there are many things the 
government can do for us. At the 
moment, let's consider just one 
example. Suppose that President Nixon 
did something which cost him little or 
nothing politically, yet was of 
significant benefit to dirt riders. 
Wouldn't you look more favorably on 
him in the forthcoming elections? If 
you were for him already, wouldn’t you 
now become firmly for him, and talk up 
his re-election among your friends? If 
you were wavering, wouldn’t you be 
tilted into his camp? If you were against 
him, wouldn’t you begin to waver a 
little? 

So what might this sort of thing be? 
Why, he could direct the BLM and all 
other federal land management agencies 
to permit the use of motorcycles and 
other recreational vehicles on their 
holdings unless they could make a case 
why doing so would damage the land 
“ecologically”. The eco-freaks would 
grumble, of course, but they would still 
have every opportunity to participate in 
studies determining that particular 
segments should be closed in order to 
protect them, so one leg would be cut

Fairings look just lovely on road race 
machines and probably add to the top 
speed due to streamlining. But the ones 
being used today hide the most 
interesting part of the motorcycle — the 
engine. I would like to see a rule change 
limiting the fairings to extend no lower 
than the bottom of the fuel tank, like 
the Norton production racer. These 
short “Silverstone” fairings are very 
attractive, easier to work around and let 
the motor hang out for all the world to 
see, like a motorcycle engine should. 
There is no compelling technical reason 
for the old-fashioned, engine-obscuring 
fairings in use today. And now that all 


engines up to 750cc are racing, 
streamlining for speed is hardly 
necessary. 


What about the perennial question of 
so called “fire-engines” in AMA road 
racing? The will of the Congress is very 
clear on this point, since their 
reaffirmation of. the claiming rule last 


year. But now the AMA has 
ME M.O.R.E 
off-road vehicles in the Temblor 


Mountain Area and Ballinger Canyon 
areas. 

If you have attended any of the 
foregoing hearings, you know as well as 
I that the land-use agencies are not 
interpreting Executive Order 11644 in a 
positive manner, in spite of what Mr.

For that reason along, 1 submitted 
the following letter to Mr, Whitaker on 
June 5th. He has had six weeks to reply 
or respond by issuing the requested 
clarifying directive to the land-use 
agencies. To this date, he has done 
neither. 


Dear Mr. Whitaker: 

I wrote to you on 22 March of this 
year explaining the reasons for the 
adverse reaction to Executive Order 
11644 by this country’s five million 
off-road vehicle enthusiasts. The person 
who directed me to you describes you 
as an understanding and cooperative 
person.-My faith in that person leaves 
me with no doubt that such is true. 
Perhaps, then, you can imagine m 
a upon receipt of your 30 March 
reply, to discover that you had 
completely avoided my request for a 
follow-up directive to the applicable 
agencies clarifying that they should 
approach the ORV situation in a 
positive, rather than negative manner. 

Not overlooking the possibility that I 
may have been over-cautious, I have not 
actively pursued this matter for the past 
sixty days. Instead, I elected to adopt a 
“wait and see” attitude. During this 
sixty day period, I have been in almost 
constant attendance and participation in 
committees and hearings involving 
landuse. 

Most of these meetings have been 
sponsored by the Departments of 
Interior and Agriculture. All of these

international commitments. What about 
the “200 copies available for sale” 
homologation rule? Is a bike like the 
Ducati 750 V-twin, which is 
homologated in England, automaticcaly 
eligible to compete here, even if there is 
only one of them in the United States? 
To this question the Competition 
Congress should find an answer. 

Further, does the 200 rule apply to 
motocross? And how much leeway 
should a factory be allowed on materials 
and modifications to works motocross 
bikes? 

National Championships are much in 
demand, but should a promoter be given 
a National without even a track to run it 
on? More than a few Nationals have had 
to be cancelled at the last moment 
because promoters put the cart in front 
of the course, while other good 
promoters, with bonafide tracks to race 
on, have been denied Nationals because 
the calendar was too crowded. This 
practice doesn’t seem very professional. 


meetings have one thing in common: a 
constant reference to Executive Order 
11644 and its mandate that off-road 
vehicles must be tightly regulated and 
controlled. Mr. Whitaker, this is exactly 
the situation which I warned you that 
would happen in the absence of a 
clarifying directive. And you have done 
nothing about such a directive, either by 
personal volition or by higher directive. 

I find that I am now compelled to 
initiate and promulgate whatever action 
becomes necessary to obtain a positive 
and proper mandate on the subject of 
land-use by off-road vehicles. Our first 
action will be to learn the position of 
the President’s opposition with respect 
to Executive Order 11644. If we can’t 
gain the cooperation of the present 
administration, perhaps we should look 
to a new administration for that support 
and recognition.” 

I have never allowed my own 
personal political beliefs to influence 
any of my decisions regarding 
candidates for public office. However, I 
must admit that in the past I have been 
a supporter of Mr. Nixon in all of his 
campaigns. 

However, I feel so strongly about this 
issue and its adverse effect upon 
off-road vehicles, that I can no longer 
support anyone who -shares the 
President’s attitude in this matter. To 
me, it would be the same as supporting 
all of the radical preservationist 
principles espoused by the Sierra Club. 

For this reason, I have submitted the 
following inquiry to each of the 
candidates who will oppose Mr. Nixon 
for office in Novemeber:

Next year will be that of the enduro. 
The International Six Days Trial (ISDT) 
will be held in this country, focussing 
attention strongly on trail competition. 
It would be good for this Congress to 
adopt the best available scoring system 
as standard for AMA enduros, and while 
they are at it, require the promoting 
clubs to tally results within four hours 
after the event. Late enduro results are a 
big problem in the West, especially, 
where it often takes up to six weeks for 
a club to figure them. Here is where a 
national association can be of real 
benefit, since other parts of the country 
have . developed an excellent scoring 
system, which their backward brethren 
will appreciate, once they learn to use 
It.

federal jurisdiction. Notwithstanding 
that the President issued said 
proclamation in violation of the powers 
entrusted to him, the Executive Order is 
being accepted and carried-out in a 
negative vein by ‘the Directors of the 
agencies to whom it applies. The staff 
has conveyed to use that the President 
did not intend for the Directive to be 
negative, however neither the President 
nor his Staff have seen fit to issue any 
clarifying directive of a positive nature 
to the applicable Agencies. 

More than five million citizens are 
adversely affected by this Executive 
Order. We cannot understand the 
Administration’s reluctance to meet our 
demand fora clarifying directive, In 
view of this reluctance and lack of 
consideration by the present 
administration, we are now sounding 
out the views of the opposition in the 
sincere hope that we can place our 
support squarely behind a candidate 
who is both knowledgeable and 
considerate of our desires. 

We would be appreciative of your 
views on both off-road vehicles and 
Executive Order 11644. Your views, 
along with those of other candidates, 
will be published in context and 
distributed for nationwide 
dissemination.” 

The replies to the foregoing inquiry 
will be published in next week’s 
column. Perhaps, if you feel as I do, 
these replies will help you make your 
choice when you go to the polls in 
November.

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The question ~ of» rider and bike, 
selection for the Six Days Trial becomes 
even more important as the first 
USA-ISDT approaches. In the past, 
American entries were selected by AMA 
staff members from among the 
hundreds who had ridden qualifying 
events. This has caused disagreement, 
since only 30-some riders can be 
allowed to represent the Yanks, and 
some were not selected who felt they 
should have been. Ugly accusations of 
“pull” and politics have been raised. 

One way to eliminate ISDT selection 
controversy is by establishing a point 
system in the qualifying rounds, and 
naming only the top 30-some points 
winners to the American teams. But this 
might elevate the consistent-but-medi- 
ocre rider over a true champion who 
can't make all the events. 

There has to be some way for 
America to outdo the teams of the 
dictator countries that currently 
dominate ISDT competition. And it has 
to start with a better process for rider 
and bike selection. I wish I ‘had the 
answer, but maybe someone in the 
Congress does. 

Last but most important item on the 
agenda that I would suggest for the 
1972 AMA Competition Congress is the 
matter of Class A membership 
representation on the AMA Board. Last 
year at the AMA annual meeting, which 
follows the Competition Congress, there 
was a wholly unsatisfactory attempt to 
add a representative of the general 
membership to the Executive Board. 
Unsatisfactory because the member 
would have been “appointed” by the 
manufacturer (Class B) members who 
make up the board. This would have 
been worse than nothing, since the 
supposed $7-member rep would have 
owed his position entirely to the 
manufacturers who already dominate 
the AMA. 

A much better arrangement would be 
for the Congress to name two of its 
elected delegates to serve as 
representatives on the Board. This way, 
the $7-memberships would be 
answerable to the Congress and, 
ultimately, to the AMA members who 
elected them. 

The Congress should vote to 
compensate these representatives by 
paying all expenses and a reasonable 
salary for their services on the Board. 
And the money for this purpose should 
be raised through the active membership 
and clubs within the AMA either by 
assessment or through the general dues. 

I recommend a minimum of two 
$7-member reps, because I know how 
hard it is for one person alone to make 
himself understood, much less believed. 
by the motorcycle industry 
representatives. Also, if one delegate 
happens to be unable to attend a 
meeting, there would be at least one 
there to represent the majority. 

There is no way that the Congress 
can force the AMA Directors to accept 


_ their representatives on the Board. But a 


resolution to this effect from the 
Congress would, I believe, receive 
favorable consideration at the next 


AMA annual meeting.
